Mufeovy, or the Court of Ruffia. 


N the 17th of amuary, 1724-5, O. S. the Czar Pe- 
O ter Alexowitz, being then at Petersbourg, and ha- 
ving felt violent Pains, occalioned by the Retention of 
his Urine, fent for his Phyficians, who prefcribed him 
feveral Remedies, but to no Purpofe. On the 24th of 
that Month, they refolved to probe him, and having 
difcovered an Abfcefs in the Neck of his Bladder, they 
pierced it, which gave that Prince fome Eafe; but the 
Operation having been made too late, the Mortification 
appeared, and the Czar feeing all Hopes of his Recove- 
ry paft, prepared himfelf for Death. He fent for his 
Chief Minifters, to whom he gave feveral fecret Ur- 
ders: He comforted afterwards his Family with a 
great deal of Refolution, and having defired to be left 
alone, he fpent the fmall Remainder of his Time in 
feveral Acts of the Religion he profeffed. At laft, after 
fome: Hours of Agony, he dy’d on the 28th, at Five in 
the Morning. The Inhabitants of Peter/oourg expwefied 
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their Grief in the moft lively Manner when they were 
acquainted with the Czar’s Death, for whom they had 
an extreant Love and Veneration. This Prince being 
born and endowed with the greateft Virtues and extra- 
ordinary Talents, he difcover’d in his earlieft Youth 
a Genius penetrating,and capable of executing the great- 
eft Projetts. Being fatisfied by the Hiftory of the pre- 
ceding Reigns, that the Form of Governinent, as he 
found it at his Acceffion to the Throne, was altogether 
incapable to render his People fo polite, induftrious, 
and .skilful as he would have them, he bent his 
Thoughts to improve it: But that he might introduce 
no Change, the Succefs whereof he could not warrant 
by Experience, he travelled into the beft governed 
Countries, where after having obtained exa& Memoirs 
of all that could be ufeful to his Defign, he returned to 
his Capital, in Order to begin to work for the Happi- 
nefs of his Subjects, whofe Obftinacy to ftick tenacioufly 
to their old Cuitoms, retarded the Execution of fo good 
@ Project, and obliged him fometimes to ufe Severities. 
Mufcovy is beholden to the Czar for a more fettled In: 
tercourfe with other Nations, which cannot but be of 
great Advantage to its Commerce ; for the Introduétion 
of Arts and Sciences, whereof that Nation had but a very 
fmall Tin@iure ; for the Suppreflion of many fuperftiti - 
ous Cuftoms; and for a military DifcipKine, the Czar 
having formed the Infantry, which was only fit to de- 
fend the Country, into Soldiers proper to nuke Con- 
quetts. The Name of this Prince was refpetted by the 
Exuftern Nations ; the Son of a dethroned Monarch, the 
Sophy of Perjia, implored his Affiftance, and though he 
lived not long enough to revenge the Difloyalty of this 
unfortunate Prince’s Subje&ts, yet he had the Glory to 
eurb the Chief of the Rebels, and to take from that 
Ufurper the Provinces he had fo unjuftly feized upon. 
The late deceas’d Czar fucceeded his eldeft Brother 
the Czar Theodore, who dy’d the 27th of April, 1682, 
and who had appointed him his Succeflor preferably to 
Prince ‘John, his eldeft Son, thinking him too weak 
and fickiy to undergo the Weight of the Government. 
By Virtue of this his Brother’s Teftament, he was Pro- 
claimed Czar a few Days after his Demife, being then 
but about eleven Yearsold. The Princefs Sophia, his Si- 
fier by the Father’s Side, difcontented at having no Share 
in the Government, by the Exclufion of her Brother 
John, engaged the Strelitzcs in a Revolt, who then were 
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a_very confiderable Militia in, Mu/covy: Several Per- 
fons of the firft Rank were, mafacred in this firft Se- 
dition ; during which, Prince ‘Yohkn was declared Czar, 
and affociated tothe Government. The Czar who Jately 
dy’d, had like to have perifhed in the firft Heat of that 
Revolt, had he not been taken out of his Apartment 
by Prince Boris-Alexowitz Galigzin, who condutted him 
fecretly tothe Monaftery of Troiski, a fortified Place, 
twelve Leagues from Mofcow. The Princefs Sophia, too 
afpiring to be contented with this firit Succefs, per{wa- 
ded the Knes Convanski, General of the Strelitzes, that 
he might afcend the Throne by marrying her; and ac- 
cordingly they both confpired againft the Lives of the 
two Czars, John and Peter, Brothers to the Princefs: 
But the Plot was difcovered by two of the Accomplices, 
who were feized with Horror at it. The Knes Convan- 
ski was taken in an Ambuth, carry’d to the Monaflery of 
Troiski, and there beheaded. The Princefs Suphia was 
fhut up in the Monaftery of Dewitz., near Mo/cow, where 
the was ftriétly watched ’till the Month of ‘July, 1704, 





‘when fhe died there. The two Czars reigned together 


till 1696, when Czar ‘John dy’d, leaving behind him 
three Princefles he had by Profcovia-Federowna Sulti- 
cow, his Confort, namely, Chatherina, who was mir- 
ry’d the roth of April, 1716, to Charles-Leopold, J)uke 
of Mechlembourg-Swerin 3 Anna, marry'd the 13th of No- 
vember, 1710, to Frederick-William, Duke of Coyrland, of 
whom fhe has been a Reli& ever fince the 21f of 
Sanuary 17113 and Profcovia, who is {till unmarried. 
Czar Peter being thus become fole Poffeffor of his Fa- 
ther’s Dominions, declared War again{t the Turks ; and 
in the fame Year, 1696, he took A/opi on the Black Sea. 
In the Month of May, 1697, after having caufed the 
Authors of a new Confpiracy, which he had happily 
difcovered, to be punifhed, and having provided for 
the Safety of his, Dominions during his Abfence, he fet 
out to travel incognito into foreign Countries, with a 
Defign to inftru& himfelf in alk the Mechanical Arts 
which might be of Ufe for the general Good of his 
Dominions. He made his firft Abode at Am/Perdam, 
from whence he went to London, and after a three Months 
Stay there, he repaired in 1698 to the Emperor’s Court. 
The repeated Advices he received there of a new Con- 
{piracy formed to declare the Throne vacant by his 
Abfence, made him return to Mo/fcow, where he found 
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man. He punifhed afterwitds the reft of the Confpi- 
rators,and fpent the Year r699 in fettling the Admi- 
niftration of his Finances, the Commerce, and Civil 
Government. In 1700 he made a Truce with the Turks 
for twenty-five Years, and declar’d War againft the King 
of Sweden: The Beginning of this War proved not at 
all advantageous to him, for in the very firft Campaign, 
he loft half of his Army in the Battle of Narva. In 
1762, the Battle of Stagnitz in Livonia, which he gain’d, 
proved inftrumental towards his taking of the Towns 
of Wolmar, Marienbourg, Dorph, and Nottembourg. He 
fubdu’d Narva in 1704. In the enfuing Year his For- 
ces entred Lithuania under the Command of the Mar- 
thal) Czeremethoff, but they were worfted near War/aw, 
by Count Lewenhaupt, the Swedifh General. The Cam- 
paigns in 1706,and 1707 went againft the Allies of his 
Czarifh Majefty. In 1708, the King of Sweden advan- 
cing into Mu/covy with a Defign to take Smolensko and 
Mofcow, his. Troops were defeated by the Mu/covite Ar- 
thy in the famous Battle of Pultowa, fought in 1709. 
In 1710 the Czar made his triumphant Entry into the 
City of Mofcow, whilft in the fame Year his Generals 
made themfelves Mafters of Elding, Riga, and of almoft 
all Livonia. In 1711 the Grand Signior broke the Truce 
he had made with the Czar; a Battle fought with equal 
Advantage, fome Skirmifhes, and feveral Negotiations 
carry’d on between the Grand Vifier, and the Marfhal 
Czeremethoff, put an End to this new War, which was 
fully concluded by the Treaty of Falezin, in Purfuance 
whereof the Czar reflored Afoph, after having levelled 
it. Fortifications, and the Fortrefs of Taganroke. In 1713 
he drove the Swedes out of Pomerania. In 1714 the Ru/- 
flan Fleet commanded by Admiral Apraxin, beat the 
Soncdije Navy in the Gulph of Finland. In 1715 his 
Czirian Majeity ere&ted an Academy of Marines at P- 
tersbourz, a City he had founded with » View to center 
there all the Commerce of his Dominions. The Pa- 
triarch of Mufcovy dying in 1716, the Czar got himfelf 
declared the Head Protettor of the Church, and charged 
the Metropolitan of Refan, whom he had then nomina- 
tei to fucceed, with the Adminiftration of the fpiritual 
Affairs.. In 1717 he came into France: Being arrived at 
Dunkirk the 22d of April, and at Paris the gth of . 
May enfuing, where he was received with all the Ho- 
nours due to his Rank , and after having view'd all the 
chief Royal Palaces, he fet out ‘une the zoth, of the fame

Year on his Returh to Petersbourg, after having honour’é 
with his Prefence a Meeting of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences, to whom he exprefs’d a Defire to be one of 
their Members, and to keep a Correfpondence with 
them. During the Year 1718, he was taken up with 
punifhing feveral Perfons who had fuggefted to the Cua- 
rowitz his Son, Principles of Difobedience, and with 
opening the Negotiations in the Ifle of Aland. In 1719, 
when he was meditating a Defcent in Sweden, the News 
of the Death of King Charles X1Ith was brought to 
him, and foon after that of Queen Ulrica- Eleonora being 
png weg That: Princefs having notified to him by 
etter her Acceffion to the Crown, and propofed at the 
fame Time to renew the ancient Friendfhip between the 
two Crowns, the Conferences about the Peace were 
continued thereupon in the Ifle of Aland; But having 
been broken off fome Months after, his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty made the intended Defcent in Sweden, where he 
burnt feveral Cities, and deftroy’d feme Copper Mines, 
In 1720, the Czar and their Swedi/h Majefties having 
agreed upon the Preliminaries of a new Treaty, it was 
fign'd at Nicftadt in Finland the roth of September, 1721, 
by which the Czar remained Poffeffor of Livonia, Efto- 
nia, Ingria, Part of Carelia, of the Diftric&t of Wy- 
bourg, and of near all the Places he had conquer’d du- 
ring the Northern War. The 224 Day of Offober en- 
fuing, being the Day that Treaty was publithed, this 
Prince was proclaimed by the Senate, Father of the 
Country, and Emperor of all Rufia ; which Title has 
fince been acknowledged by the King and Stites of 
Sweden, by the King of Pruffia, the Republick of Hols 
land, and the Grand Signior. In 1722 and 1723, he 
carried his Arms towards the Ca/pian Sea, there he tool 
the Cities of Derbent and Terki, and fubdu’d feveral 
Provinces formerly fubje&t te the King of Perfia, the’ 
Poffeffion whereof he has fecured to himfelf by the 
Treaty concluded Jaft Year at Conftantinople between 
his Minifter and the Commiflioners of the Grand Sig- 
nior. 








To proceed regularly in the Relation of what enfu'd 
on the Czar’s Death, the Reader is defir’d to turn to the 
Regifter N° XXVII. where he will find, That in the 
Year 1722, foon after the Czar’s having taken upon 
him the Title of Emperor of all Ruffia, he madea Re- 
gulation which provided, that he might nominate and 
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appoint his Succeffor by his laft Will; and that all the 
States of his Empire did thereupon in the Year 1723, 
folemnly fwear to obferve that Regulation; and. after- 
wards renew’d that Oath at the Coronation of the Em- 
prefs Catharine Alexowina, Confort of the late Czar ; 
which Solemnity was perform’d at Mo/cow, on the 18th 
of May, 1724; and having been very remarkable and 
extraordinary, as well for its Magnificence and Splen-: 
dour, as for the Ceremonies obferved therein according 
to the Rites of the Greek Church, we will makea fhort 
Digreflion from our prefent Narration, and give an Ab. 
flratt of the Account thereof, as it was printed by Or- 
der of the late Czar. 





Al Relation of the Cxarina’s Coronation as Empre/s of 
F Ruffia. , 


HE Cathedral of Mofcow, in which the Coronation 
T was perform’d, was richly adorn’d, as far as com- 
ports with the Rites of the Greek Church, which does 
not allow the Images of their Saints to be covered with 
any Ornaments. It was illuminated witha great Num- 
ber of Branches in Form of Crowns, and there was a 
very large one in the Middle, of fine Silver of fuch ex- 
traordinary Workmanfhip, that it might pafs for one of 
the Curiolities of Europe. It was full of Wax-Candles, 
all gilt: The Steps of the Altar, and the Pavement of 
the Church, to the Throne, and te the Czarina’s ufual 
Seat, were cover'd with rich Tapeftry, wrought with 
Gold, and the Archbifhops, Gc. fate on Benches cover’d 
with Crimfon Cloth.. In the Middle of the Church 
was a Canopy of Crimfon Velvet, adorn’d with the 
Arms of Rufie, viz. An Eagle Sable, with an Efcutcheen 
on its Breaft, of St. George killing the Dragon ; and all 
round it was the Ribbon of the Order of St. Andrew, 
and on the two Sides were the Arms of. Cafan, Aftracan, 
Siberia, Gc, The Canopy was embroider’d with Gold 
yiisd Work, with rich Fringes, Ribbons, Tufts, Gold 
Lace, G:. and at the four Corners were fine Pillars like 
Pvramids, covéred with red and Gold Silk. Under 
this Canopy was the Throne, the Steps and Pavement 
ef which were ‘covcred with Crimfon Velvet. There 
were two antique Elbow Chairs in it for their Imperial 
Majefties, which glitter’d with precious Stones, and a 
long. Table cover’d with Cloth of Gold, which hung 
to the Ground, Their Majetlics ufual Seats in the 
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Church were lined infide and outfide with Cloth of Gold, 
and the Bottom was covered with red Velvet, trimm’d 
with Gold, The Imperial Princeffes,and the Dutcheffes 
of Mecklemburgh and Courland, and the Duke of Ho/ftein, 
faw the Ceremony from Places made for them near the 
Throne, adorn’d with Tapeftry and Cloth of Gold, with 
an Eagle of Gold embroider’d. The Ladies, who wese 
admitted info the Galleries by Tickets, appeared in 
Robes of Silver and Gold, moft gawdily embroider’d, 
and fparkling with Jewels. The Generals, Gentlemen, 
&«. made alfo a fine Appearance. 

At Nine a-Clock in the Merning, the Clergy miet in 
the Church, and read the ufual Prayers for the Profpe- 
rity of both their Imperial Majefties, whom afterwards 
they went to attend in their Pontificalibus, and joyn- 
= in the Proceffion, which began about Ten, as fol- 

ows: 

I. Half of the Czar’s Horfe-Guards, and their Off- 
eers. 

Il, The Czarina’s Pages, and their Governor. 

— The Grand Matter of the Ceremonies, witht his 

ace. . 

IV. The General Officers and Deputies of Provinces. 

V. The two great Heralds at Arms of the Empire, 
in Habits of Crimfon, embroider’d with Gold, with 
the Imperial Eagle wrought upon them, and their Staves 
in their Hands. 

VI. Prince Galliczin, and Count Offerman, Privy 
Counfellors, carrying upon two Cufhions the Imperial 
Mantle, which was of Cloth of Gold, lined with Er. 
thin, the Clafps of it adorn’d with a great Number of 
large Brilliants, and on the Mantle the Imperial Eagle 
was embroider’d in Relievo. 

VIL. Prince Dolhorucki, a Privy Counfellor, carrying 
upon a Cufhion of Gold the Globe, which was of fine 
Gold, with 2 Crofs upon the Top of it, adorn’d with 
Diamonds, Rubies, Sapphires and Emeralds, and dc- 
ferve to be admird, if it were only for being the 
Workmanthip of Old Rome. 

VIL. Another Privy Counfellor carrying upon a 
Cufhion the Scepter, enamell’d and adorned with Dia- 
monds and Rubies, with the Imperial Eagle at the End, 
it being the fame Scepter ufed at the Coronation of t he 
antient Emperors of Ruffia. 

IX. .General Count Bruce, carrying the Crown, which 
was cover’d all over with Brilliants, feveral of which 
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were very large, befides fine Oriental Pearls of an extras 
ordinary Size, and an even Water. Among other preci- 
ous Stones, of various Colours, all about the Crown, 
there was a true Oriental Ruby, of an uncommon 
Luftre, and as large as a Pidgeon’s Egg, which is, 
without Difpute, the richeft that has’ yet been 
known. This fupply’d the Place of the Globe on 
the Tup of the Crown, and the Crofs was all cover’d 
with Brilliants. - 

X. The Count de Tol/toy, Grand Marthal, with his 
Staff in his Hand, on the Top of which was the Impe- 
rial Eagle, of mafly Gold, and an Emerald ag big as 
an Hen’s Egg. 

XI. The Czar, fupported by the Princes Menzikoff 
and Kepnin. © 

XII. The Czarina, led by the Duke of Hol/ftein, and 
attended by the High Admiral Count d’Apraxin, and 
Count de Golofskin, the Chancellor, her Train being born 
by the Princefs of Menzikoff, the Countefs de Golofskin, 
the Countefs de Bruce, and the Princefs de Trubeskcy, and 
en each Side of thefe walked the Gentlemen of her 
Court. 

XIII. The Ladies of the firft Rank, with the other 
Court Ladies and Women of Quality. 

XIV. The Colonels, Officers, and thofe of the Natio- 
nal Nobility fummon’d to attend. 

XV. The other Half of the Horfe-Guards clos’d the 
March, during which all the Bells of Mo/cow rang, 
which was accompany’d with the Mufick of the Drums 
and Trumpets. 

When the Regalia came near the Gate of the Cathe- 
dral, all the Archbifhops aud Clergy in their Pontifi- 
calibus, went out to the Steps, and two of the Bifhops in 
cenfed the Ornaments, and fprinkled them with Holy 
Water. Then the Clergy marching before them into the 
Church, the Choir flruck up that Pfalm beginning, 
Lord I will fing of thy Mercy and of thy Righteoufnefs ; then 
the Duke of Holftein having led the Czarina to the 
Throne, retired to his Place, and the Czar led her to 
her Seat, where they were attended by the Princes of 
Menz.ikoff and Repnin, and the Counts Apraxin and Golofs 
skin, and by the Ladies that bore the Czarina’s Train. 
When their Majefties were feated, the Archbifhops and 
the other Prelates fate down likewife; but the Gentle- 
men and Ladies in the Galleries ftood all the Time of 
the Ceremony, When they had fung the eee the 
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Czar flood up, and taking the Scepter from the Table, 
order’d the Great Marfhal to call the Archbifhops and 
the other Prelates, and enjoyn’d them to proceed te 
the Coronation according to the Ritual ; upon which 
the Archbifhops advanc’d towards the Czarina, and 
4 naan of Novogrod, made this fhort Addrefs 
to her. 





Orthodox and Great Empre/{s, moft Gracious Lady, may 
it pleafe. your Majefty tu repeat aloud the Creed (Atha- 
nafian) of Orthodox Faith, in the Prefencé of your loyal 
Subjetts. 


The Czarina, after having repeated the Athanafian 
Creed, kneel’d down upon a Cufhion, and received the 
Archbifhop’s Benedstion, who confecrated her with 
the Sign of the Crefs, Jaid his Hands on her, and 
then taking eff his Mitre, recited the following 
Prayer : 


Lord our God, thou King of Kings, thou Almighty 
J Sovereign, on whom all Powers depend, who by the 
Adminiftration of thy Prophet Samuel, didft herctoftre 
chufe thy Servant David, and anointedjt him to be King 
of thy People, hearken to the Prayers which we thy un- 
worthy Servants offer up unto thee at this Times look 
down from thy holy Dewelling-Place on high, and render 
worthy of thy facred Unition our Orthodox and Great Eme 
prefs KATHARINE ALEXOWINA, whom 
thou haft chofe to be Sovereign Lady and Miftre/s over thy 
People, and whom thou hoft redeemed by the precious Bod 
of thineonly Son. Inveft ner with Power 3 crown ner with 
a precious Diadem; graut ker long Lifes put the Scepter 
.of Salvation into her Hands ; place her upon the Throne of 
Fuftice 3 defend her with the Armour of tie Holy Spirit ; 
make her Arm firong , put all Infidel Nations under ter 
Dominion ; let aer Heart be alsways inclined to fear thee s 
and her Will be always obedient to thine. Keep her in tie 
true Faith, and make her upon all Occafions to diftinguifh 
herfelf as the true Protettre/s of the Dottrine of the Huly 
Gatholick Church. Let her judge thy People rizhteoufly, 
do Fuftice to the Afflitted, relieve the Caildren of tne 
Poor, and let her at laft obtain thy Heavenly Kingdom. 


As foon as this Praver was ended, the Emprefs ftood 
up, and the two Archbifhops took hold of the Coro- 
N natien 
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nation Mantle, and gave it tothe Emperor, who with- 
out quitting the Scepter, put it upon the Emprefs. 
Then their Imperial Majefties knecling down again, 
the Archbifhop read this Prayer aloud. 





GOD, the only King of Human Race, thofe whom 
O thou haft chofe for Temporal Government, are with us 
now proftrate before thy Throne. We all befeech thee, O Lord, 
to continue them in thy Proteétion ; ftrengthen their Empire; 
grant them the Grace to do always what is well pleafing to 
thee; make Rizhteoufne/s to flouri/h in their Days, and mul- 
tiply their Profperities, to the End that under their happy 
Government we may live wifely and quietly in the Prattice 
of Vertue and Picty. 


The Emprefs rifing up, the Emperor took the 
Crown from the Archbifhops, and plac’d on her Head, 
but ftill kept the Scepter in his Hand. Then the Arch- 
bifhops pronounc’d their Benedi&tion in thefe Words, 
In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Ho- 
ly Ghoft. While the Czar was ftill ftanding with his 
Scepter in his Hand, the Archbifhops put the Impe- 
rial Globe into the Emprefs’s Hand, and then their 
Majefties fate down and receiv’d the Compliments 
both of the Clergy and Laity, while the Choir fang 
the ufual Anthem for their profperous Reign, after 
which there was a general Salvo of all the Artillery, 
and the Bells of all the Churches were rung, as is di- 
reéted in the Liturgy. 

This done, their Imperial Majefties being condu&ed 
from the Throne with the fame Ceremoniés as they 
afcended, went upto the Foot of the Altar, and from 
thence to their ufual Seats. During the Liturgy the 
Emprefs fometimes took off her Crown, which was 
committed to the Charge of the Secretary of her Ca- 
binet. After the Prayers for the Communion were 
fung, the Czar led the Empreft, who was drefs’d with 
the Crown and the Imperial Mantle, upon a Walk of 
red Velvet doubled, and Tapiftry work’d with Gold, 
to the San&tuary, where fhe kneel’d ona Cufhion em- 
broider’d with Gold. Two Bifhops carry’d the Holy 
Oil in feparate Veffels, and an Archbifhop anointed the 
Emprefs on the Forehead, Breaft, and Hands, repeat- 
ing at each of thefe Words, In the Name of the Father, 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoff. Other Archbifhops 
wip’d her with Cotton, and put it ig a Chafing-Difh 
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upon the Altar. The Archdeacon who attended with 
the Holy Sacrament in a Pyx, faid aloud, Approach 
wite Piety and Faith; wpon which fhe received the 
Confecrated Bread from the Archbifhop with a little 
warm Wine. Two Arch-Priefls of the Cathedral car- 
ry’d a Bafon of Gold. The Archimandrite (or Abbot) 
of the Trinity Monaftery held a Gold Ewer full of Wa- 
ter, and two other Abbots held the Napkin for her 
Majefty to wipe her Hands. Which done, their Ma- 
jeflies return’d to their Seats in the Church, and there 
was a fecond Salvo of the Cannon, Gc. 

At,the Clofe of the Service, Theophanes, Archbifhop 
of Pleskow, made an Harangue, in which he juft men- 
tion’d the rare Vertues with which Heaven had adorn’d 
the Emprefs, and fhew'd how well fhe deferv’d that 
Crown which fhe had received from God and her 
Spoufe, and concluded with his Congratulations in the 
Nume of the States of the Country. 

When this Office was over, the Duke of Hol/fein went 
to wait on the Emprefs to the other Cathedral, to 
which fhe walk’d much in the fame Order as fhe came 
from the Palace, with the Crown and Mantle, and un- 
der a rich Canopy fupported by fix Major-Generals 
on Poles of maffy Silver, on each of which were eight 
Eagles of Silver gilt, with Crowns, Ge. and Tufts of 





_ folid Gold hung to Gold Twift. © The Scepter and 


Globe were carry’d before her, and her Train was 
held up again by the Five Ladies. At her going out 
of the Church, the Kettle Drums and Trumpets 
founded, there was a third Salvo of the Cannon, &e. 
and the Bells rung in all the Churches, while the 
joyful Shouts of the Multitude rent the Skies. 

Prince Menzikoff walk’d juft behind the Emprefs, 
fupported by the Prefident of the Chamber of the Fi- 
nances andthe Chancellor of the Exchequer, each car- 
rying a Purfe of red Velvet, embroider’d with Gold, in 
which were Medals of Gold and Silver, which the 
Prince threw out among the Populace, while the Em- 
prefs walk’d to the other Cathedral. As foon as fhe 
came to the Door, an Archbifhop met and walk’d before 
her with a Crucifix, while the Litanies were finging, 
and the Emprefs went and paid her Devotions at the 
Tomb of the Czarowitz. Demetrius, and thofe of the 
.(-zar’s glorious Anceftors. 

From thence fhe went in a Coach drawn by eight 
Horfes to the Monattery of Wo/ne/enki, the Place of In+ 

N 2 terment 
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termeng for the Princeffes of the Imperial Blood. She 
was attended by, 

I. The Emperor’s Horfe-Guards in green Coats and 
red Waftecouts, richly lac’d with Gold, and adorn’d on 
the Breaft and Arms with the Emperor’s Coat of 
Arms in Embroidery. Their Cartouch Cafes were of 
Velvet adorn’d with Cyphers, embroider’d with Gold. 
Their Grenado Pouches and Belts of red Velvet laid 
with Gold, their Buckles and Sword Hilts gilt, their 
Hats edg’d with Gold Lace, and adorn’d with white 
Cockades; their Holfters and Piftol Cafes adorn’d 
with Cyphers in Gold, and with Lace and Fringe of 
the fame, and the Bits of the Bridles, as alfo the Breaft 
and Crupper Leathers of their Horfes, were cover’d 
with maffy Gold: Their Kettle-Drums, which were 
of very fine Workmanfhip, were of Silver, with the 
Emperor’s Arms, and imbofs’d Work in Gold and 
Silver. 

II. Twenty-four Valets marching four a Breaft on 
Foot, their Coats green, fac’d with red, their red 
Waftecoats bedawb’d with Gold and Silver Lace, their 
Hats lac’d with Gold, and the Hilts of their Swords 

ilt. 

. III. Twelve Pages in green Liveries, the Facings 
and Veft of Cloth of Gold, with red Silk Stockings 
with Gold Ciocks, and their Sword Hilts ef Silver, 
ilt. . 
. IV. The Emprefs in a Coach drawn by eight Horfes 
and four Footmen running before. 

V, Above fixteen Heydukes marching on both Sides 
the Coach, tho” at a proper Diilance from the Cham- 
berlains, and other Othcers of the Court. Thefe had 
green Coats and red Waftecoats richly embroider’d with 
Gold, the Emperor’s Arms and Cyphers, the Sleeves 
fring’d with Gold, and turn’d up with red Velvet. 
Their red Velvet Caps were edg’d with green Velvet, 
and adorn’d with Gold Twift, and a Star of Embroidery 
of Gold, with a Tuft of an Apple of Silver. On the 
Side were two Silver Eagles of Goldfmiths Work, 
and two Herons of Sijver, with a: Plume of red and 
white Feathers behind; infte:d ofa Belt, they wore two 
Silver Chains faftened to a Strip of red Velvet, adorn’d 
with Gold Twift. The Hilts of their Sabres were large 
and gilt. Their Boots, which were of Morocco Leather,’ 
were adoru’d with Buttons and other Ornaments of Sil- 
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ver, made by Goldfmiths, and they had the like even 
upon their Shoes. 

VI. Lieutenant-General Le/Jy rode behind the Coach, 
with two Heralds at Arms, and threw Money to the Peo- 
ple, which was carry’d by the proper Officers in Purfes. 

VII. Six Negroes drefs’d in black Velvet, edg’d with 
Gold. Inftead of Scarves and Bracelets, they had Orna- 
ments of white and red Feathers, and they had Plumes 
of the fame to their Turbants, which were fac’d with 
Muflin. Their Collars were of Silver, mark’d with 
their Majefties Cy pher. . 

VIII. The Counts Apraxingind Golofskin, in a Coach 
and Six (with two Pages on one Side, and two Blacks 
on the other) who condutted the Emprefs to the Gate 
of the Monaftery, where the was receiv'd by an Arch- 
bifhop carrying a Crucifix, and attended by all the 
Nuns, and her Train was held up by five Ladies of the 
fecond Rank. 

After fhe had perform’d her Devotions at the Tombs 
of the Princeffes of the Imperial Family in that Mo- 
naftery, fhe return’d to the Imperial Palace, where the - 
Duke of Holftein handed her out of the Coach, and led 
her to his Apartment, where the Czar expected her, 
while the Service was getting ready in the Hall of So- 
Jemnities. 

This Hall, for its Bignefs and Ornaments, is one of 
the fineft in Europe, and the Windows being proportio- 
nably Jarge, make it very lightfome. The Roof reils 
upon one fingle Pillar in the Middle, the Cornifhes and 
Pedeftals which are of fine Work in Plaifter of Paris. 
All the Wainfcot, which is of curious Workmanthip, 
and three Foot in Height, was hung with red Velvet, 
and rich Cloth of Gold, flower’d in China, and the 
Floor was cover’d with Perfiin Carpets of an extraor- 
dinary Size. A Place was made for the Imperia! Prin- 
ceffes, and the Dutcheffes of Mecklemburg and Courland, 
to fee the Solemnity, which was hung with Cloth a- 
dorn’d with Gold Fringe, and Abundance of Ribbons, 
Round the Pillar a Table was fet with Veffels of Gold 
and Silver, the Workmanfhip of Greek and Roman An- 

tiquity, and adorn’d with Pearls of the Eaft, and preci- 
ous Stones. The Tables where their Majetties were to 
eat, were fet upon a rais’d Floor, fpread with red Velvct 
and Gold Lace, under a Canopy of the fame hung with 
Ribbons. The Table where the Duke of ‘Hol/fein 
was to eat alone, was on the Left; there was another 
=o ee | beyond, 
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beyond, for Perfons of the firft Quality, and particular- 
ly for thofe who affifted at the Coronation, and there 
was a third on the fame Side, for the chief Secular Pre 
lates, who officiated likewife in that Ceremony. Over- 
againft this, there was one for the Ladies and Gentle- 
women who had any Hand in it, and there was a Thea- 
tre for the Mufick. 

When all things were ready for their Proceflion into 
fhe Hall, they enter’d it in the following Order: 

I. The Matters of the Ceremonies. 

II, Thetwo Great Cup-Bearers, of whom the Count 
Apraxin officiated, during the Feaft, as Carver. 

III, The Great Steward, follow’d by the Grand Mar- 
fhal. 

IV. The Czar, and his two Supporters. 

V. The Czarina, led by the Duke of Hulffein, and 
fupported as in the former Proceffions, the Train of the 
Imperial Mantle being born by five Ladies of the firtk 
Rank, 

VI. The chief Ladies of Qualitv, both of the Court 
and Empire, with the Czarina’s Maids of Honour. 

VII, The other Perfons of Note of both Sexes, Cler- 
gy and Laity, plac’d themfelves in two Rows on both 

ides, according to their Rank. 

When their Majetties were under the Canopy, the 
Blefling was crav’d, or rather given, by an Archbithop, 
and then the whole Company took their proper Places. 
The Difhes were Jaid on by the Czar’s Lieutenant-Ge- 
nerals, and as often as he call’d for a frefh Courfe, the 
Grand Marfhal gave the Word to the Mafter of the Ce- 
remonies to go out with the Officers and give Orders 
for it; and as often as this was done, the Mafter of 
the Ceremonies was follow’d by the Officers in waiting, 
after whom went the Chief Carver, and then the Grand 
Marfhal. And all from the firft to the laft, flood at the 
Hall Gate to receive the Difhes, which they carry’d up 
in the following Order: 1. The Grand Marfhal. 2. 
The Great Steward. 3. The Chief Carver. 4 The 
Officers who carry’d the Service, each Difh of which 
was guarded by two Gentlemen of the Horfe-Guards 
with their Carbines; and, 5. The Mafter of the Cerc- 
mionics. 

The Great Steward rang’d the Dithes, and took them 
off, and at every Time bent the Kneé, and the others 
who waited on their Majefties with the Plates and Glaf- 
{es ferv’d them on the Knzc. They eat aid drank out 
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of Gold, andthe Pyramids of Sweetmeats were brought 
in’ Bafons of Gold. The Duke of Holftein too was fer- 
ved by Officers of the firft Rank. At the fame Time 
a Stage was ereéted before the Hall, where two Fountains 
ran with red and white Wines, and Oxen and all Man- 
ner of Fowls were roafted for the Populace. 

Before the Court rofe from Table, Prince Menzikof di- 
{tributed great Medals of Gold reprefenting the Coro- 
nation, to all the Perfons of Diftin€tion who had affifted 
in it, and then their Majefties return’d to their Apart- 
ments in the fame Order as they came. 

The Day after that Solemnity, his Czarifh Imperial! 
Majefty made the following Speech to the Grandees he 
had invited to the Coronation Feaft.

‘ Itherto I have made all the Efforts imaginable to 


enlarge my Dominions. I have fucceeded in it, 
‘and now I am wholly taken up in raifing the Glory 
© of the Ruffian Nation; which I intend to compials by 
© giving it a worthy Succeffor, who is to rule over 
* you by Virtue of his excellent Qualities, rather than 
* by Right of his Birth. But as the Revolutions which 
“have often happened in the Reigns of my Predecef- 
*fors, have expos’d ‘this Monarchy to the Danger of 
© being either invaded by Foreigners, or torn to Pie- 
“ces by Divifions amongft the Grandees, I do recom- 
© mend to you Union and Peace, and defire that you 
* would religioufly promife me to recognize for ever, 
‘as your lawful Monarch and Emperor, the Prince 
‘whom I fhall take Care to name at a proper Tim>. 
(After which, pointing at the Duke of Hol/fein, who 
fate next to the Emperor) ‘ See here, faid he, a Prince 
© whom I have deftin’d long ago to be the Princefs Mary 
© my Daughter’s Spoufe ; he is worthy of her, and de. 
* ferves your Refpett: 


Accordingly, on the sth of December, 1774, N. S. the 
Princefs Mary was folemnly betroth’d to the Duke of 
Hol/ftein.

The Czar was no fooner dead, than the Senate the 
Svnod, or Clergy, andthe Body of the Generals aifem-

“ er’d to name a Succeffor to the Throne; and that in

*litary and Civil, of what Rank and Condition foever 
* they be, to recognize her Majefty, the moft Magnani- 
© mous and moft Auguft Lady Catharina Alexowina, So- 
* vereign of all the Ruffian Empire, and to be faithful 
* and trufty to her.

The Original was fign’d by the Senate, by the Mem- 
bers of the Synod, and the Body of the General Off- 
cers. 

The Emprefs was accordingly proclaimed, and im- 
mediately after, an Oath of Allegiance to be taken by 
all the Ruffian Officers, both Civil and Military, was 
drawn up, and is as follows :

N the laft Regiffer we gave a large Account of the 
4 odious Affair of Thorn: ‘Fhe following Piece rela- 
ting tothe fame Affair, is fo very extraordinary, and 
even not to be purallel’d, that the Reader will not think 
it needs any Introduétion, 


The Speech of the Reverend Father the Advocate for the 
efits of Thorn, made in the AffeQorial Tribunal at 
Warfaw, on the 31/t of Oftober, 1724, when he mov'd 
for Fudgment againft the Proteftants of Thorn. 


INCE your Excellencies are to be the Judges of 

the Impiety of Thorn; fince “tis to you that the 
Care of punithing that flagrant Crime is committed 5 
and fince you, like fo many powerful Atlas’s bear up 
the Heavens, and undertake the Defence of the Honour 
of God, of his Holy Mother, and of the Sacred Pro- 
te&tors of Poland ; I come before your Tribunal, vefted 
as I am with a facred Chara&ter, to treat of this Affair, 
which is facred on feveral Accounts, in the Holy 
San&tuary of fuftice. I am not come hither to’ defend 
the Caufe of God; this illuftrious Aflembly has that at 
Heart, and promifes very fair to revenge it; but T am 
come to vent my Sorrow into your Bofom ina Torrent 
of bitter Tears. The whole Catholick Church joins 
with me; and Religion, with Eyes drown’d in Tears, 
calls out, Fuftice, Fuftice, Fuftice. All the Sovereign 
Powers of Europe, all Chriftendom, the Catholick Church 
of this Kingdom carry their Cries to the Feet of the 
King who owes his Crewn to his Religion: Their 
Cries reach even to the Senate, that Auguit Affembly, 
of which it has been juftly faid, That its Senators are 
in Poland, what the Cardinals are at Rome, the Pillars 
of the Ecclefiaftical and Temporal Militia. 

Finally, their Cries ring throughthe whole Repub- 
lick, which has not forgot that Sentence of Pope Ur- 
ban VIL, That the Grandees of Poland will preferve their 
Liberty as they continue fiedfaft in the true Religion. For 
if we caftan Eye into all the States of Europe, do not 
we find the Truth of what Lipjius faid, That the In- 
trodustion of Seéts has overthrown Liberty, and that de- 

[potich 
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{potick Power and Monarchy haae eftablifh’d their Authori- 
ty upon its Ruins. 

Religion, my gracious Lords, demands Juftice of you 
in the firft Place: For the Veneration and Worfhip of 
Images are a certain and indifputable Article of our 
Faith ; yea, an Article fealed with the Blood of an in- 
finite Number of Martyrs in the Eaft, under the Zeno’s 
and Leo’s, and the other Image breaking Emperors 3 an 
Article of Faith which God himfelf has confirmed by 
Millions of Miracles. I will only mention one which muft 
have the greater Force, becaufe every Body here knows 
it; for who.is there but has heard how St. Fames pafs’d 
your Viftula drythod, into the Dutchy of Maxovia, near 
Wy/fogrod, carrying a Stone-Image of the moft Holy Mo- 
ther of God. It was his Faith in this Article that made 
the Elements fubmit to him, and the rather, (as we 
well know) becaufe he carry’d off the Tutelar Image of 
Kingdom of Poland from the Infults of the Turtars. 
O Holy Mother of God! You are now in Thorn,a Prey 
to Tartarian Paganifm! You fee the profane Wretches 
trampling you under Foot, cutting you in Pieces, and 
burning you publickly like a Criminal at the Stake. 
O moft innocent and moft chafte Virgin, Can you fay 
now to Julius, why donot you name me Queén of Po- 
land? You are become an OBjest of Ridicule and Con- 
tempt in the Heart of Poland ; a Gang of Sorcerers in the 
Centre of Thorn do not honour you as Queen of Poland, 





‘but by a facrilegious Contempt treat you like a vile 


Creature condemned to the Flames. Hear the impious 
Crew calling out to you, Powerful Woman, the Papills 
fay thon canft help them, come now and help thyfelr. 
Oh Mouth! Oh Tongue! Oh Veice! not of Pagans, 
not of Men, not of Beafls! Not of Pagans, I fay, for 
Mahomet fays in his Alcoran, that the Mother of the 
Great Prophet was conceiv’d without Sin, and he fpeaks 
of her without the leaft Contempt ; not of Men, for 
the groffeft Barbarians, thofe even who know nothing of 
the Gofpel, and who have nothing to guide them but 
the feeble Rays of the Light of Nature, have paid ex- 
traordinary Honours to a falfe Diana in Confideration 
of her Chaftity ; not of Beafts, for even a Dog knows 
how,to makea DiftinGtion, and will fnap at a forry Beg- 
gar, “while the Luftre of a Perfon of Honour ftrikes 

him with Refped. 
Gracious Lords, I do not propofe to blow up a Fire 
which already blazes ; your generous Souls flame with a 
O02 holy 
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holy Zeal. The ancient Oath fo often renewed in 
the holy Monafieries, I wil] not /uffer that mine fhall dif- 
kcnour you with Impunity, is decply engraven in your 
Hearts. Youare of the Fraternity of the Virgin; the 
Inabitants of Thora are your Subjeéts, your Liege-Peo- 
ple, vour Freemen; but how infolent, rafh and impu- 
dent! Weneed not tel] you more of them. Let every 
one enter into himfelf; Ict him ask his Confcience, and 
examine if ever he implor’d the Help of MARY in 
vain, when he was in Diftrefs ? But how thall we pre- 
fume at the Hour of Deith, to cry to her, That we put 
ourfelves under her Protection, if we do not revenge her 
injur’¢ Honour? 

To return to the Worhhip of Images, which is an Ar- 
ticle of Faith; we hive feen that it has been confirm’d 
by Miracles: Tothis we may add, that as foon as thofe 
facred Images are expos’d to the Veneration of Believers, 
thofe who are poffefs'd with the Devil, utter horrid 
Cries ; and the Devils being force’d by the Prefence of a 
divine Virtue, come out of their Bodies. But the Peo- 
pleat Thorn have their Souls poffefs'd with the Devil, 
and carry their Infolence much farther ; they break 
down Images, and dafh them in Pieces. It muft be 
own'd, gracious Lords, that when the Devil is in the 
Ecdy of a Man, his Power againft God far exceeds 
what he can do when alone. For when the Devil fought 
with St. Michael the Archargel, for the Body of Mofes, he 
did not dareto hear the Sentence pronéunced againft him. 

How much more exce]lent are the Lord and his ho- 
ly Mother, than the Carcafs of Mofis ? But after all, 
What Harm did thefe poor Images do them? They did 
not infult the Scholars, did they ? That, my gracious 
Lords, is an evident Proof of the currifh and crue! Ha- 
tred of thofe at Thorn, who dare thus to infult and 
abufe the Catholicks. ’Tis for this that the good Kings 
who ftand before the Lord in Defence of this Tribunal, 
and with whom you will one Day inherit Sanétity, if 
it pleife God) demand Juttice of you. The Saviour on 
the Crofs folds his Hands, which the People of Thorn 
have dafh’d in Pieces, and cries out, Do ufiice, do 
Suftice. Thus God upon the Crofs cries out, They’ 
have given me Wounds without Number. The ews 
fufpend-d their Rage upon Mount Calvary, when 
they faw the Saviour on the Crofs; but the Here- 
ticks of Thorn have carry’d their blind Fury fo far as 
to take Pleafure in Sorrows which have pierced the very 

. i Rocks. 
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Rocks. God, his Mother and the Saints, are concern’d in 
the Infults upon their Images at Thorn. Saul, who was 
not a very good Man, loft Part of his Kingdom for 
tearing off a Piece of an old Prophet’s Mantle. The 
Eternal One has this Day rent the Kingdom of \rael from 
thee. There is a vaft Difference betwixt throwing Dirt 
upon the Cloaths of an Emperor, and upon his Statuc : 
Yet with what Severity do not the Kings of the Earth 
punifh the leaft Infults upon their Statues? What would 
not the Non-Catholick Princes do if any Cathollcks in- 
fulted their Statues or Images? What would not even 
Infidel Kings do in fuch a Cafe? The very Shadow of a 
King is terrible and venerable. When in Warany one 
is hang’d in Effigy, he is reputed in a Civil Senfe to be 
dead. The glorious King of France, Lewis XIV. in 
our Time, caufed 160co Bombs to be thrown into Genoa, 
and three Parts of the City to be ruin’d, for no other 
Reafon but becaufé the infolent Mob threw Dirt upon 
his Coat of Arms. The Lillies of France are only a 
Reprefentation of terreftrial Majefty, but the Images 
of the Saints are Symbols of the Celettial Majefty, and 
therefore the Catholick Religion implores the Affittance 
of your Auguft Tribunal. 

God has rewarded the Image of Cz/fokow with a Mi!- 
lion of Miracles, becaufe it had receiv’d two Cuts from 
a Pagan. Confequently Thorn ought to repair the Ho- 
nour of the Mother of God, by reftoring the Temple 
which they have mide tod refound with Blafphemies a- 
gainft the Godhead. Let them repair the Honour of 
the Holy Places, which they have taken away from Ca- 
tholicks their lawfulPoffeffors, 

And becaufe it is a Favour to a Corfair, and not a 
Punifhment, when he is difthirged on Condition of re- 
ftoring what he took away, let Thorn make publick 
Reparation to the Catholick Church, by fupprefling the 
Publick Worthip of the Se€taries. Let Thorn make 
Reparation by banifhing its Minifters, who fatten and 
gorget themfel ves with the Booty and Tears of the Catho- 
licks. Let the People of Tkorn make Amends for all, 
to the End that their Set may know that fhe is the 
Slave, not the Miftrefs of the Houfe. 

God grant, That when this Beam is taken out of their 
Eyes, they may recover their Sight, fo as to difcover 
the Lightof Truth. For the ew and the Pagan will 
be call’d to the Faith 5 but the Hercticks muft be. 
te brought 
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brought into it by Force ; and to {pare them at the pre- 
fent would contribute to their Deftruétion. 

In the fecond Place, the Government demands Juttice, 
Every Sovereign fhould fet an Example to his People, 
and be a fhining Light to them: He fhould be Salt, to 
hinder them from being corrupted ; in a Word, he 
ought every where to maintain Peace and Concord. But 
the Magiftrates of Thorn are nothing Jefs than the Ruin 
of their People. They are blind Guides which lead 
the Blind ; they carry them aftray ; “tis a tumultuous 
Babylon, and they are the chief Caufe of the Difturb- 
ance, and of all the unheard of A€tions that have been 
the Confequence thereof. ~ 

In a Word, above two Hours before the Tumult be- 
gan, Orders were given to fhut the Gates and Shops of 
the City. Before the Tumult alfo, the City Compa- 
nies, which depend on the Council of the City, were 
commanded to take Arms ona Penalty of thirty Rix- 
dollars, which Order was iffu’d only in thofe Parts of 
the Town where none live but Hereticks. Confequent- 
ly the Catholicks, Jefuits, nor Students, could not hope 
for any Affiftance. During the Tumult, they gave Or- 
ders to their Soldiers to fire upon the Jefuits College, 
and upon the young Gentlemen who ftudy there. After 
the Tumult, they caufed none of the guilty Perfons to 
be apprehended, The Prefident, who thought to reap 
very great Honour from fuch odious Behaviour, boatts, 
to the Difhonour of this fupreme Tribunal, that he can 
huth up the Matter with Money, =~ ~ 

They have hinder’d the Circumflances of this abomi- 
nable A&tion from being publifh’d, and have imprifon- 
ed fuch who ventur’dto fpeak or complain of ‘it, giv- 
ing it out every where, that the Story of burning the 
Images, isa Lye rais'd by the Jefuits, and they have 
protefted that nothing was more falfe, as their Secrcta- 
ry has done at Warfaw. They have hinder’d the Ap- 
pearance of the City Archers, and of the Secretary 
Wiedemeger, who were cited by the Commiffion to be 
heard in Perfon, and who were the Agents they made 
Ufe of for executing this Defign. Is not this a 
plain Proof that the Magiftrates know not what to 
lay in their own Defence? They are afraid of being 
conviéted by the undeniable Depofitions of their own 
Accomplices. 

After what I have now reprefented, Idemand that 
they may be puniib’d. For, if according to the Opi- 
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nion of St. duftin, and of all the Tribunals, He that 
does not prevent an evil Aétion when it is in his Power, is 
deemed as confenting to that Evil; if, according to Ju/ti- 
nian, To commit a Crime, or not to hinder thofe who commit 
it, is one and the fame Thing ; if according to Salvian, 
and the Law of Nations, He is deemed tohave committed 
a Crime, that did not hinder it when it was in his Power 3 
I conclude ; What did I fay? St. Chry/oftom has con- 
cluded againft you the Magiftrates of Zhorn, what he 
formerly concluded againft the Magiftrates of the City 
of Antioch. 

An infolent Rabble of the Populace of that City had 
infulted the Statue of the Emperor Teodofius ; the Em- 
peror being exafperated, fent his Troops againft that 
City ; thofe who had no Share in the Aétion of the Rab- 
ble, were terrified ; the Senate of the City, who had ob- 
ferv’d what pafs’d, ask’d Counfel of Chry/oftom, who 
only exhorted them to Chriftian Patience. * A fmall 
“ Numiber, faid he, has committed the Crime, but Com- 
© plaints are made againft the whole City ; you have no- 
“thing to do but to bearthe Punifhment with Patience, 
“becaufe you did not oppofe the Fury of the Mob, and 
© expofe yourfelves to Danger for the Sake of the Empe- 
‘ror.’ How, pray, could the Emperor’s Interefls fuf- 
fer in his Statue ? ‘ You had no Hand in thefe Infults, 
“(the Magiftrates of Thurn fay the vesy fame Thing, 
© We did not attack the College; we did not burn the 
© Iniages.) you are herein to be commended, and thus 
* far you are right; but you did not oppofe what hap- 
© pen’d, and this is the very Matter of Complaint.’ 
So fay I; for "twas you that affembled the Burghers ; 
"twas you that diftributed Powder and Ball, and confe- 
quently encourag’d others to fall upon the College : 
This is that which condemns you. 

My Gracious Lords, The Catholicks of Thorn, who 
groan under the Yoke of Hereticks, implore your Affi- 
ftance: One of their poor Burghers is obliged to pay as 
much Tax there, as a rich Lutheran Merchant. No 
Catholick can marry at Thorn without Confent of the 
Prefident ; and what becomes of the faid Paftor, if he 
marries any Body without the Participation of the faid 
Prefident ? Why, he is not only imprifon’d, but heavi- 
ly fined. Is not this to eftablifh a Supremacy like to 
that in England? Upon the Days which are facred 
tothe Hely Virgin, the Catholicks are not fuffered to 
hear Mafs. Good God! Have not even the Yews, my 
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gracious Lords, Permiffion to celebrate their Feftivals ? 
Upon thofe Days our dear Catholicks are employed in 
the vileft Offices, while the Tartars in this Kingdom 
have Liberty to celebrate their Bairam :“If a Lutheran 
be converted, and embraces the true Religion, his Houfe 
is immediately confifcated. Thorn is a fecond London. 
The Catholicks of Thorn groan under English Laws, and 
thofe of Poland are not acknowledg’d. 

’Tis not poflible to enter into the Detail of the Inju- 
ry which they fuffer there both in Eftate and Honour. 
In a Word, my gracious Lords, the Cathotick Churches 
at Koningsberg, or of Holland, nor even the Greeks at 
Conftantinople, are not fo much under Tyranny, as the 
Catholicks of Fhorn, whith is a City of Poland, under 
an Orthodex King, and in a Country where the Catho- 
lick is the Religion that is uppermoft. Thofe living 
Members of Jefus Chrift, thofe Brethren of our Saviour, 
thofe obedient Children, thofe loyal Subje&s who never 
fear’d the neighbouring Powers, implore with Tears the 
Authority of God’s Vicegerent : they conjure you, gra- 
cious Lords, merciful Protedtors, to extricate them out 
of their Mifery. 

The little Flock of Jefus Chrift, the Clergy, whom 
the People of Thorn have caft into Defpair, call upon 
you, and run under your Wings, to lhelter themfel ves 
from the Talons of thofe cruel Vultures. The.Catho- 
licks Churches and Church-yards, which the People of 
Thorn treat with lefs Refpe& than fo many Taverns, 
demand of you their Liberty for the Time to come; and 
this Liberty cannot well be reftor’d to them, but by veit- 
ing the Authority of the Council, and of the Tribu- 
nals, and all the publick Offices, in the Hands of the 
Catholicks. Have not the Catholicks the Decrees of 
the glorious Kings Sizi/mond and Uladiflaus, and the Con- 
ftitutions of 1638, in their Favour? Do not thefe order 
them, on paying a Fine of 500 Ducats, to admit Catho- 
licks into one Half of the Magiftracy? This Law is 
defpis'd, it moulders in the Book of Laws. 

If they are turn’d out now, my gracious Lords, they 
cannot take it for a Punifhment of this laft Offence, this 
will be only executing former Sentences againft the 
Guiltv. The Head of this Serpent muftbe bruifed, 
Let Moad ferve I/rael, becaufe Moad has rebell’d. 

The Catholick Church and Government of this King- 
dom demand Juftice of you. Without a Law, without the 
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fent of the whole Republick, the Jefuits have no more 
Power than others, andcould not ereét an Academy. 

Thorn, another obftinate Koche/, claims an Authority 
over its own Mafters; it has eftablifh’d an Academy, 
to which it draws the moft paflionate and pernicious 
Doors from Berlin, Hamburg, Leipfic, and tuch other 
Places as are infef&ted with Herefy ; and what is moft 
vexatious of all tothe Catholicks, my gracious Lords, 
is, that they aim to make an Advantage by our Do- 
rine. 

Tis eafy to fee what the Catholick Religion fuffers 
from them. For the Contagion which fpreads trom this 
peftiferous School, cannot fail of infe&ting the poor Ca- 
tholicks : "Tis not long fince they brought feven Ca- 
tholicks intoa Belief of their Fables; and notwith- 
ftanding the Laws of the State, ftill retain them in their 
Se&. Iam not able to exprefs the Damage they do to 
the Catholick Faith ; for by this Canal, Herefy broods, 
and fpreads through all the Towns of Prujia., It is 
from this Magazine of Infalence, that the moft vivlent 
Enemies of the Catholick Religion are furnifh’d ; from 
thence came the Champions of the late Tumult, who 
were all Scholars of this Academy. The rifing Gene- 
sation of this City learn under fuch deteftable Mailers 
to become the worft of Men : Thete.they learn to de- 
fire fuch a Country as is defcribed to them by their un- 
eafy hot-headed Teachers, who are all Foreigners. 

They have alfo erected a Printing-Houfe without 
the King’s Licence, which is a Forge from whence come 
all Sorts of Blafphemy againft God, and againft the 
Powers which we are obliged to reverence upon Earth. 
We need no other Proof of this, than the Libels which 
they have caufed to be printed. This Printing-Houfe 
is a perpetual Office of Records, anda Rampartof the 
Se&t, a Tonguelefs Mouth, which has for feveral Years 
declaim’d in one Note, and which will certainly be 
heard in future Ages. Therefore, it is fur the Intereft 
of the Catholick Religion, and of the facred Laws of 
this Kingdom, that thofe fame Laws fhould deftroy this 

Academy, and that the faid Printing-Houfe fhould be 
for ever fhut up by your Sentence. 

For whea Wickednefs is got to its utmoft Height, 
it ufually defies every Thing. This is ina fpecial 
Manner the Charaéter of the Hereticks of Thorn, who 
are only tolerated by the Catholicks, and will not bear 
to have any Superiority. We have fo many Examples. 
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of their refifting the Royal Ordinances, when they are 
not favourable to them, that we befeech you, gracious 
Lords, to execute the Sentence which you fhall pro- 
nounce, with Severity and without Delay; for the Ho- 
nour of God and of this Auguft Tribunal is at Stake, 
and Delays always give Opportunity for Clemency and 
Moderation. 

I might here fpeak of my own Society; but the 
Wounds of my Brethren are theit Marks of Honour ; 
tis glorious for them to fuffer for the Name of Jefus. . 

I do not prefume to require of you Execution or Cor- 
poral Punithment ; my Charaéter as 4 Clergyman, does 
not permit me to ftain it withthe Blood of Criminals. 

And I own to you, moreover, that the Menaces from 
abroad, the fatal Confequences talked of, and the In- 
terpofition of our Neighbours in this Affair, forcé me 
to Silence, and hinder me from difplaying all my Zeal. 
Vet I fufpeét, that thefe are only falfe Reports, invent- 
ed and propagated by our Enemies, and they are only 
to be regarded as uncertain Danger ; fer I am fure, my 
gracious Lords, that the bleffed Cafimir, the Prote&tor of 
Poland, has not been fo terrify’d by the Fire at Thorn, 
that he will ceafe to defend his Kingdom of Poland, 
in the fame Manner as he lately prote&ted the Army of 
Lithuania. 

The bleffed Staniflazs Kofta, Prote&tor of the Crown 
of Poland, has not been fo bruifed to Pieces by the Peo- 
ple of Thorn, that he will therefore ceafe to fuccour his 
Country in the fame Manner as he affifted it near Choc- 
zim, againit all the Forces of the Ottoman Empire. The 
Mother of God ftill lives, though fhe has been bruifed 
to Pieces, and burnt in Thorn; and as it is evident, 
that both the Heavens and the Earth had long ago been 
confumed, if Mary had not preferved them by her pow- 
erful Prayers, fhe certainly will not ceafe to preferve 
her Kingdom and the Crown of Poland. 

Finally, I believe, and fwear, That all that I have 
aflerted is true;as fure as God lives, in whofe Prefence 
I here ftand. Do Juftice, and maintain it. Relieve the 
Oppreffed. By fo doing you will have Peace on your 
Borders, which will laft for Thoufands of Ages to 
come. , 





This Affair of Thorn being very material, we will 
endeavour to omit nothing ef any Moment relating to 
it; and therefore we fhall infert the following Speech, 
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anade to the Deputies of the Proteftant-Princes at Katis- 
bon, by Mr. Finch, Minifter of Great britain, when he 
acquainted them, that the King his Maiier had fent him

The Speech of Mr. Finch, Minifter of his Britannick Ma- 
jefty, made on the 7th of February laft, to the Protestant 
Minifters at Ratisbon. 


Gentlemen, 

Ccording to InftruGtions from my Mafter the King 

of Great Britain, I had Yefterday the Honour to 
communicate to you by my Secretary, the Orders with 
which his Majefty has been pleafed ta honour me, to re- 
pair immediately to his Majefty the King of Poland ; 
the King my Mafter, as a Proteftant Prince being not 
willing in any cafe to excufe himfelf from giving con- 
vincing Proofs of the great Efteem he has for, and the 
great Regard he pays to a Body fo illuftrious and venera- 


. ble as the Evangelick. 


The Extremities to which the Affairs of Thorn have 
been carry’d againft that City, by the rajh Coun/é/s, to 


' call it by no harder a Name, of the fworn and declared 


Enemies of our holy Faith, are fo recent, that I cannot 
be reproach’d. with attempting to revive the Memory 
of a Scene fo tragical, barbarous and fatal, and which 
the Honour of thofe that were the Authors of it, and 
who have very ill ferv’d their King and Country, re- 
quires to be bury’d in Eternal Oblivion. 

The Confcience of the King my Mafter as a Proteftant 
Prince, and Defender of the Faith; his Honour as a 
Guarantee of the Treaty of Oliva, (a Treaty fo folemn, 
that Hiftory cannot produce an Inftance of any other 
that received the Sanétion of fo many Kings and Poten- 
tates) oblige him to be concern’d at the unparallel’d In- 
fringement of it; and moreover the Clemency, Juftice 
and Equity of his Britannick Majefty are too well kaown 
in the World for any one to fuppofe that he is not griev- 
ed to the very Soul for the Death of fo many Innocents, 
as tragical as it was unjuft. ; 

The King my Mafter cannot excufe himfelf from try- 
ing all fair Means in the firft Place, by the moft effeftual 
Reyprefentations in Favour of thofe whom their Ene- 
mies, glutted with Slaughter, have left alive, whofe 
Liberties have all been deftroy’d, Ghurches prophan'd, 
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Schools taken away, Eftates confiicated, and Perfons ba- 
nifh’d, contrary to the Faith of Treaties, and even 
with the Invocation of the moft holy and bleffed Tri- 
nity ; and this for no other Crime, but for trying to 
work out their Salvation, according to the Word of God, 
and the Light of their Confciences. For it happens, that 
of thofe poor People, there were fome who deferve the 
Title of Martyrs, and the rather becaufe they might have 
fav’d their Lives, if they would have facrificed their 
Religion. 

The Meafures therefore which the King my Mafter 
will take in this Affair, will be no ether than what will 
be diétated to him by his Confcience, by his Honour, 
bv his Sentiments of Humanity, and fuch as will be 
fufficient to quiet the Minds of all the Engli/h Nation, 
which with gne unanimous Voice cry out for Juftice or 
Revenge, 

Ihave no need to borrow the Helps of Eloquence to 
excite your Paffions, or to animate yeur Refentments 5 
for Ihave been Witnefs with very great Satisfaétion, of 
the Expreflions of Sorrow and Indignation which you 
made Ufe of to fhew your Horror and Deteftation of it, 
when the tragical News was firft brought to us. And in- 
deed the Tragedy of Thorn, written in fo many Letters of 
Blood, could not fail to make the deepeft and moft lafting 
Impreflion on the Heart ‘of every good Proteftant, as laft- 
ing as are thofe Scars which are left by the murdering 
Sword that has cut off the Heads of fo many Innocents. 

Iam perfwaded that the Refolution which the King 
my Matter has taken, with Refpe&t to the Affairs of 
Thorn, to the End that the Proteftants may be reftor’d to 
their ancient Privileges, and that the frefh and fhining 
Proofs which he thereby gives of his Zeal for our holy 
Religion ; which Zeal of his increafes as faft as docs the 
Danger and Deftruétion that threaten the faid Religion, 
will be Matter of perfe&t Joy to you, unlefs it be abated 
by the Incapacity and Inexperience of the Perfon whom 
his Majefty has chofen for a Commiffion as difficult as 
it is important. But I hope that the Grace of God will 
enlighten me, and that his Hand will lead mein whatever 
I fliall do for the Defence of the Word which he himfelf 
has preach’d, and for which the Protettants of Thorn have 
Jately fuffer’d: I dare flatter myfelf that the Authority 
of fo great and powerful a King, in whofe Name I fpeak, 
and the Jufticeof this Caufe which does not want to be 
fet in a ftronger Light, may in fome Meafure fupply 
my Deficiency a, Thope, 
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T hope, Gentlemen, that you will give an Account to 
your Mafters of what I have the Honour to tell you on 
the Partof mine, that all Europe may be convinc’d that 
the Proteftants a& in Concert. 

The beft Proof of the good Succefs of my Commiffion, 
will be to have the Honour of meeting you again very 
foon, to exprefs to you my continual Attachment to the 
common Caufe, and the great Efteem and Regard which 
I fhall always have for your Perfons. 





Meanwhile the Minifters of the King of Poland 
teprefented every where, That this being 2 Dome- 
ftick Affair of Poland, the Diet of the Empire had no 
Right to concern themfelves therein ; and it will aot 
be improper to infert herea Letter written by one of 
the chief Minifters of Saxony, relating to that Subjeét. 


Copy of a Letter fent to Drefden dy a Saxon Minifter in Po- 
fand, touching the Affair of Thorn, and the Conftruction 
the Polanders put upon it. 


os T HE King of Poland having not the fame ‘us aggra- 

tiandi (Power of pardoning } as other Kings have, 
his Polifh Majefty has it not in his Power to granta Par- 
don, but only in Cafes when the injur’d Party does on his 
Part remit the due Punifhment, and intercedes at the 
fame Time for the Offender. 

2. The People have concerned themfelves in this 
Affair. 

3. During the Diet, above thirty Deputies were ap- 
pointed and taken out of the Chamber, entirely devoted 
to the Affefforial Tribunal of the Kingdom, which like 
that of the Great Marfhal’s and the other Tribunals of 
Poland, judges peremptorily and without Appeal to the 
King, though all the Proceedings be carry’d on in his 
Majefty’s Name. 

4. The Sentence has been enatted and inferted among 
the other Conftitutions of the late Diet, notwithftand- 
ing the King’s Reprefentations to the contrary, 

5. Affurances were given afterwards that the Sentence 
fhould not be literally executed, having been referred 
to the Oath of the Jefuits; who according to the Rules 
of their Order, and the Canon Law, cannot take any 
Oath in Caufes where Blood and Life is concern’d. 

6. The Magiftrates of Thorn committed a very great 
Fault in not having imprifon’d and punith’d fome of 
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the Guilty, as they might and ought to have done 5 and 
by fo doing they would have prevented ali the Mifchief. 

7. This is an Affair which relates only to the Repub- 
lick of Poland ; and in which his Majefty’s Saxon Mini- 
fter can no more concern himfelf, than a Minifter of 
Hanover could, in 2 Cafe where the Parliament of Great 
Britain fhould declare any one guilty of High Treafon, 
or fhould pafs Sentence upon him. 

For thefe Reafons they would do much better to let 
the Polanders juflify their Proceedings, and withdraw 
this Affair from the Diet of Ratishon, feeing the Cogni- 
zance thereof does in no wife belong to that Aflembly. 





Here it will not be improper to infert the following 
Conftitution of the laft General Diet of Poland and Li- 
thuania, which met at Warfaw on the 2d of Oétover, 
1724, but {pent the whole Time of their Sitting, viz. 
fix Weeks, (for by the Laws of that Kingdom their Ge- 
neral Diet can fit no Jonger) in warm and fruitlefs De- 
bates, *till the very laft Day of their Meeting (the 13th 
of November) when they made the following Conttitu- 
tions, chiefly relating to this Affair of Thorz. 


Conftitutions refolu’d on by the General Diet of Poland and 
Lithuania. 


In the Name of God. Amen. 
UGUSTUS Il. by the Grace of God, King of 
Poland, &c. Be it known to all Men whom thefe 
Prefents may concern, That for the Prefervation and 
Support of our Country, the Maintenance of Peace bath 
at Hiome and abroad, and the Foundation of a lafting 
Union among thofe that compofe the States, we have 
held the prefent Diet at War/faw, for the ufual Term of 
fix Weeks, and have by the unanimous Confent of both 
Nations, made and eftablifh’d the following Conftitu- 
tions : 

I. That the whole World may ‘know we defire ‘to live 
in perfeét Peace with all the neighbouring Powers, and 
yet be able to guard againft any Danger that might hap- 
pen, we have referved to ourfelves, by the common 
Confent of all the States, a General Convocation (the 
Pofpolite or tae Poffe of all the Nobility) againft-all E- 
vents, and that without Prejudice tothe Rights of the 
Palatinstes with Regard tothe Troops. 

II, As 
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II. As weare defirous to kcep our National Troops 
of the Great Dutchy of Lithuania in Readincfs agoint 
all Accidents,-we, with the Approbation of al! ihe 
States, do ordain a gemeral Convocation to be held in the 
faid Great Dutchy, which according to the Statutes ef 
Lithuania, the Conftitutions of the Diets, namely that 
of 1621, and the ancient Cuftems, we referve in our 
own Power, as likewife the Solemnity of the previous 
Summons for the faid Convocation. 

III. As the Inhabitants of Thorn in Defiance of the 
Conititutions and the Decrees of our ferene Predeceffors, 
and even in Contempt of all Laws, both Divine and hu- 
aman, have by the Connivance of their Superiors, and 
upon a flight Occafion, lifted up their infolent Hands a- 
gainft the Perfons and Places dedicated to God, wherein 
they have behav’d themfelves with the greater Bold- 
mefs and Affurance, becaufe the like Diforders pafied 
formerly with Impunity, infomuch that the Orthodox 
Religion, the publick Safety, and the Liberty of the 
Church, have not only fuffered great Violence, but 
which is yet mere fcandalous, the Laws are become 
contemptible. 

And forafmuch as it highly concerns us, and the States 
of the Republick, that our Subje&ts and Inhabitants 
fhould live peaceably, and mutually fupport one ino- 
ther ; therefore, to the End that inftead of fo min 'feft 
Contempt of God, and the whole celeftial Hierarchy, 
facred Perfons and Gods upon Earth be reverence d and 
refpetted according to the Divine Will, and that the 
Laws of the Kingdom be likewife maintained, the De- 
cree ifflued from our Affefforial Tribunal at the Inftances 
of our Solicitor-General, and the Reverend Fathers the 
Jefuits of the College of Tern, againti the Magifirates of 
the faid City, and the Seditious Ringleaders of the Tu- 
mult fhall be forthwith executed in its full Extent, 
We hereby flriftly charge our Crown Generals to ailift the 
Commiffaries appointed to execute that Sentence, to fur- 
nifh and to march as many Troopsas will be neceflary 
for that Purpofe, but without departing from the mili- 
tary Difcipline eftablifh’d by the new Law. 

IV. Tho’ we have endeavoured, by our fincere and fa- 
therly Application, to procure the publick Welfare in 
every Refpest.; tho’ we have found the States of the Re- 
publick well difpofed to provide for our common Safety, 
both at Home and abroad ; and tho’ we have always 
@efix’d to eftablifh, as near as poflible, a good wane 
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and Confidence; yet, te our very great Concern, all 
thefe good Refolutions have been thwarted by fome 
fecret Obftacles of the prefent Junéture. 

Tis true, the prefent Diet did, for our Satisfa&tion, 
and that of the Republick, ufe their beft Endeavours to 
remove thefe Obftacles ; but as the Zeal of the Chamber of 
Nuncio’s for the true Catholick Religion did eminently 
appear on Occafion of the Outrages committed at Thorn, 
which have brought upon the Authors the Judgment of 
our Affefforial Tribunal, after our Commiffaries had 
narrowly enquir’d into that Affair upon the Spot, which 
has taken up a great deal of Time, and could not be dif- 
patch’d fooner : Mereover, as the other Deliberations upon 
publick Affuirs,havelikewife met with great Difficulties, 
and as the Conferences our moft Reverend Primate and 
the Minifters of both Nations fhould have had with the. 
foreign Minifters, could not take Place: Conferences 
which might have been advantageous to us and the 
States of the Republick, both with Regard to our Alli- 
ances, and other Affairs: As itis of the greateft Impor- 
tance to us and the States of the Republick, to maintain 
by this Means the publick Safety, and to prevent a great 
many bad Circumftances; And laftly, as the Time fixed 
for the Sitting of the Diet was too fhort, not only to 
terminate our publick Affairs, but the private ones which 
remain undecided. 

For thefe Caufes, and other Motives declar’ d above, 
which we have duly confidered, and efpecially the Exe- 
cution of Thorn for the Outrages before mentioned, af- 
ter having, with the unanimous Confent of the States 
affembled, drawn up fuch Regulations as feemed moft 
neceflary for the Maintenance of Peace at Home, as it has 
actually been done for the Good and the prefling Occafions 
of the Republick, we hereby transfer the prefent Diet 
40 Grodio, headed by the fame Marfhal, and compofed of 
the fame Nuncio’s, who all together without excepting 
one fingle Perfon, preferve their Péwer, and fully enjoy 
the Prerogatives annexed to their Charafter, for this 
Time only, without making a Precedent of this Exam- 
ple to the Prejudice of anv of the Towns which have 
a Right to the holding of General Diets. 

We referve to ourfelves the fixing the Time for the 
meeting of the Diet at Grodno, but without breaking in 
upon its ufual Time, or upon the Liberty of the Mar- 
fhal or Nuncio’s: And to the End they may all, be pre- 
fent at the very Opening of the Diet, to propofe = 
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enaé&t Laws, according to ancient Cuftom, we will on that 
Occafion, take all neceflary Precautions to fecure the 
Chamber of Nuncio’s agairift all Harms. 

If God be willing, they may begin by receiving the 
Accounts of ‘the Treafurers of both Provinces, and the 
Artillery of ‘the Crown; they may exarhine ll the 
Pretenfions of the Palatinates, Countries, and Diftriéts, 
and Perfuns recommended ; thofe of the Refidences of 
Cracow and Wilda; thofe of the Cities of Lemberg, Sendo- 
wir, Kaccen, Katninieck, and Diala Cxerkiow $ all Demands, 
both publick and private ; as likewife all other Affairs 
to be determin’d there, agreeable to the Refults and Re- 
folutions of the Diets as well ancient as modern, with 
the Confent of the States. 








_ We will conclude this Article with the two following 
Letters which the Kings of Sweden and Prufia wrote to 
the King of France, his mott Chriftian Majefty being 
one of the Guarantees of the Treaty of Oliva. 


A Letter from the King of Sweden to the King of France, 
about the Affair of Thorn. 


. E FREDERICK, &c. If any thing is ca- 
pable.of moving us and roufing us toa ferious 
Attention to the facred Rightsof Religion, arid the pub- 
Jick Tranquillity, and at the fame Time to put us in 
Mind of your Majefty’s fincete Friendthip, of ovir com- 
mon Alliances, and of the good Offices a§ well as Gua- 
ranty and Promifesof your Majeity’s Great Grandfather, 
of glorious Memory, ’tis undoubtedly the prefent State 
of Affairs in Polifh Prufia, and the deplorable Situation of 
the Proteftants, or, as they are calletl, the Nonconformiltls 
of that Country. 

We cannot but be extremely affliéted to fee that this 
Liberty of the Preteftants, with Refpeét to their Spiri- 
tual and Temporal Rights in Poland and Pruffia, which 
was formerly re-eftablifh’d by publick Treaties, and by 
the Guaranty of your Majefty’s Great Grandfather, has 
for fome Time patt received fuch fevere Shocks, and that 
it is at this Time fo much fhaken by the horrid Tempeit 
it lately fuffer’d, that it wants but very little of being 
torn up bythe Roots. . _ 

We are per{waded that your Majefty is not ignorant, 
that aftet the,.various Perfecutions which thofe poor 
People five fuifter’d in manly Places, and the Offices that 
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we have hitherfo emiploy’d in vain, We, and the other 
Powers oir Confederates, for fecuring their Liberty, it 
has at length happen’d by we know not what turbulent 
amd mifchievous Influence, that in the City of Thorn, 
which is a Free Town of Royal Pruffia, the Ptefident- 
Burgomafter, and other diftinguifh’d Members, and other 
honourable Burghérs of the faid City, all of the Prote- 
ftant Religion, fome have been beheaded, others thrown 
into horrible Prifons, others dgpriv’d of their Eftates, 
and woiinded in their Reputation, and almoft all entire- 
ly fttipt of their Liberties and Privileges, of their Chur- 
thes; Schools, their Religious Worfhip, and all this 
by a Sentence which came in the firft Place frent 
the Affefforial Tribunal of Warfaw, and was afterwards 
confirm’d. ; 

It were to be with’d for the Hodour of the Chriftian 
Namé, and efpecialty forthat of the illuitrious Nation 
of Poland, that thefe cruel Punifhments had been only 
infliéted on'V ilains, and on Perfons convisted of notorious 
Crimes. But the worit on’t, amd what every candid 
Perfon may plainty perceive is, that this is far from be- 
ing the Cafe. A trifling Difpute between fome of the 
Dregs of the People, and of thé Jefwits Scholars, ex- 
cited and foménted in the firft Place by the latter, re- 
peated feveral Times afterwards, and carried at laft to 
fuch a Pitch, that neither the Authority of the Magi- 
ftrates, nor fcarce the Prefence of any Troops could ftop 
thé Confequences of if, without, neverthelefs, that ei- 
ther of the two Parties fuffer’d confiterable Damage. 
This very Difprte was the Source of all the Mif- 
chief. 

Now that for fuch'a Tumutt excited by an ungovern- 
able Band of young Libertines, with a Handful of the vile 
entaget Populace, whofe Progrefs the Magiftrates how- 
éver did all they could to puta Stop'to, as has beer faid 5 
that for fuch a Caufe fo’ many honeft worthy Citizens 
fhould be hawled to Judgment, condertin’d and deliver’d 
up to crue) Torments without a due Hearing of their 
Defence, or without examnining it, but with the laft De- 
grce of Partiality, that the Spiritual and ‘Femporat 
Rights cf a whole City fhould’ be entirety violated ; 
this is what we look upon as horrid execrable Injuflice, 
ané the more crving, becaufe it was committed underan 
Appearance of Picty, and becaufé it is viftble by feve- 
tal Tokens, that this cruel Sentence was pafé’d againf? 
$4 Protefants of Thorns purchy out of Spite and the 
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blind Hatred which is born to the Proteftants, whole 
only Crime is their Conftancy in their Religion. 

hat we have now advanc’d is yet fusther prov’d by 
the Proteftants being the only Perfons charg’d with the 
Guilt of a Tumult to which both Parties contributed 
with, equal Qutrage; in fuch a Manner that neither the 
ené nor the other was folely innocent ‘or guilty. But this 
bloody Crew thought they could not find-a fairer Oppor- 
tunity to facrifice fo many eminent Citizens to their a- 





_bominable Hatred at onc Stroke, to perfecute others, and 


if pofiible, to extirpate them, or force them to follow 
their Opinions, 

After what has been faid, your Majefty will eafily 
— of yourfelf how oppofite fuch Conduét is to al} 
Manner of Juftice, to all Manner of Piety, and to all 
Laws human and divine, if when yau refleét on the Title 
you bear of the moft Chriflian King, and give ever fa 
Jittle Attention to the Thing itfelf, you will pleafe to 
sonfider, that it belongs only to God to commnnd the 
Confciences of Men; that they neither can nor ought 
to be conftrain’d by any Power upay Earth; and that 
for this End, as well as for the common Safety, it has 
been religioufly ftipulated by publick and fojemn Trea- 
ties, that the feveral Religions which are im certain 
aaaiiten, be therein tolerated, preferved, and pro- 

ed. : ' 

It having been therefore agreed in clear and exprefs 
Terms in the Treaty of Oliva, Article I. 

“ That in the Towns of Royal Pruffia, his Majefty the 
“ King of Potand thall maintain the faid Towns in all 
“ the Rights, Liberties and Privileges which they en- 
“ joyed before the War, as well with Refpect to Spiri- 
“uals as Temporals, in the full and free Exercife of 
“ the Proteftant and Catholick Religion, as it was before 
“ the faid War; and that his Polifh Majefty thall for the 
“ future protest their Territories, Magiftrates, Corpora- 
tions, Citizens, Inhabitants and Subjests with the 
fame Clemency and Royal Favour as heretofore. 

And whereas for confirming and eftablifhing the faid 

reaty concluded between the Kings then reigning anc 
the Crowns of Sweten and Poland, and their Confederates, 
ind by their laudable Endeavours brought to a happy 
Iffue, your Majefty’s Great Grandfather of gloriou: 
Memory, did promife a Guaranty for himfelf end for 
his Succeffors, the Kings of France, in the Jait Para- 
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‘¢ That he would maintain the Execution of thofe 
“ Treaties and their perpetual Obfervation, in the bett 
“ Manner he could, even by Arms, when amicable Me- 
“€ thods will not fucceed and that if any of the Articles 
“ included in this” Guaranty, happen ta be yjolated, he 
“ would afift the Party offended, at his Roque, with 
s¢ an armed Force. 

Therefore we hope it will not appear either faprizing 
or difagreeable to your Majefty, that we amicably de- 
fire you by thefe Prefents to inter pofe in this Af- 
fair, and that we implore and confide in your Guaranty 

and Promifes; being perfwaded that your Majefty’s E- 
quitv and Juftice, fo famous throughout the World, will 
not fuffer the Oppreflion of the Proteftants in ’Polifh 
Prufia, any more than the Murder of its innocent Citi- 
zens, and the Violation of all their Rights ; and that 
on thecontrary, the prefent unjuft and deplorable Con- 
dition of the Proteftants of Thorn, will make fuch an 
Impreflion upon the Mind of your Majefty, that after 
the Example of your Great Grandfather, and that at 
the Sight of that illuftrious Monument of his Piety and 
Glory, you will pleafe to concur with us with al] your 
Power. that the Sentence of the Affefforia) Court at War- 
far, and all that enfu’d thereupon, may be laid before a 
juft, equitable and impartial Tribunal ; that the Effu- 
fion of innocent Blood may be reveng’d and ftopp’d 
for ever, that Spiritual and Temporal Liberty may be 
re-eftabifh’d and maintain’d, and‘ that confequently fo 
many crue] Stormsand Calamities with which they feem 
to be openly threaten’d in the prefent Conjun&ure, 
while Matters are fo aggravated, may be diverted and 
fiopp’d in Time by the Prote€tion of God, and by the 
unanimous Concurrence of your Majetty, and of the o- 
ther pious and generous Princes who are concern’d. 

Nothing can be more acceptable to God Almighty, nor 
more glorious for your Majefty, nor can any thing ¢ give 
more Pleafure to us and to all the Chriftian Princes who 
have the publick Tranquillity truly at Heart, and who 

abhor Tyranny over Men’s Confciences.

W E cannot doubt but your Majefty is fully inform- 
ed of the dreadful Sentence pronounced a- 
gainft the City of Thorn, and how the fame. was lately 
executed. We mufl refer to Divine Juftice the Vengeance 
of fo great a Cruelty exercifed againft a Number of Peo- 
ple, whereof the greateft Part were altogether innocent. 

ut as the Poli/h Court, far from being fatisfy'd with fo 
great an Effufion of Chriftian Blood, intends to carry on 
ftill further their Injuftice, to overturn entirely the an- 
cient Conftitution of the City of Thorn, and to take from 
the Proteftant Inhabitants their Churches, Schools, Pri- 
vileges and Prerogatives, which Proceedings are direftly 
contrary to the Peace of Oliva, of which the Prefer va- 
tion is fo much the more important to us, becaufe the 
Repofe and Tranquillity in the North depend on the 
fame. We cannot forbeir to Jay our Complaints before 
your Majefty, and defire you, 2s Guaranty of the faid 
Peace, to oblige the King and Republick of Poland, by 
fuch Means as your Majefty thal] think moft convenient 
and effe&tual, to forbear henceforth to difturb the Citi- 
zens of Thorn in the Poffeffion and Exercife of their 
Rights, Privileges and Liberties, and procure that all 
Things both Spiritual and Temporal, be reftor’d and re- 
eftablifh’d on the Foot they ought to be, according to the 
Tenor of the Treaty of Oliva. 

The Glory of vour Majefty and the Faith pledg’d for 
the Execution and Guaranty of all the Articles of that 
Treaty being equally engag’din this Affair of Thorn, give 
us Caufe to hope, That your Majefty will, upon our 
Requifition,: cffeftually fulfil the Engagements of vou: 
Guaranty, for which we fhall be very much oblig’d to 
your Majefty.

This Motion 
was chiefly intended to reftrain the two Univerfities of 
Oxford and Cambridge, from purchafjng new Advowfons, 
and Prefentations of Benefices, for which they are faid 
to have a confiderable Fund: But though the faid Mo- 
tion was feconded by Serjeant Miller, and back’d by 
Mr. Sandys, and fome ather Members, yet being op- 
pofed by Mr. Yonge, Mr. Ozlethorpe, Mr. Hung: rford, 
and Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, the previous 
Queftion, that that Queftion be now put, was carried 
in the Negative, by a Majority of 134 Voices againft

: March 18, the Grand Committee to whom the Bil! for 
encouraging the Importation of Naval Stores from the Britith 
Plantations in America, Gc. was referr’d, were order’d to 
receive a Claufe for encouraging the Importation of Na 
val Stores from that Part of Great Britain called Scot- 
land, to that Part of Great Britain called England. Sit 
George Oxenden, from the Committee appointed to draw 
up Articles of Impeachment againft Thomas Earl of 
Macclesfield, acquainted the Houfe, that they had drawn 
up feveral Articles accordingly, which they had di- 
reéted him to report ¢o the Houfe; and he further ac- 
quainted the Houfe, that they had other Matters de 
pending before them, relating to their Enquiry; and 
he read the Report in his Place, and aiterwards de- 
liver’d the Articlesin at the Table, where they were 
read by the Clerk. Thefe Articles were one and twen 
ty in Number, and the two firft, relating to Offences 
faid to be committed before the A& of Indemnity paf- 
fed in the Year 1721. ‘fokn Conduit, Efq; moved, that 
the faid Articles be recommitted. Hereupon Colonel 
Plomer, one of the Committee that had drawn up the 
Articles, faid, that the Crimes, for which the Earl of 
Macclesfield was impeached, being complicated, and h 
ving a Relation to, and Dependence upon one another, 
they could not mention one without the other. He 
was anfwer’d by Sir Philip Yorke, Attorney Gen@a), 
who concluded for the Motion for recommitting the Ar- 
ticles. To this, Sir Thomas Pengelly, His Majetty’s Pri- 
mier Serjeant at Law, reply’d, that in the Cafe before 
them, they ought to diftinguifh between an A&t of O- 
blivion, and an A& of Indemnity: That che firft is 
a 5% ' an R rlirt 
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begun in either Houfe of Parliament, and being the 
A& of the three Eftates, or of the whole Legiflature, 
clears and purges Offenders of all Crimes therein fpe- 
cified: But that it is otherwife with an A& of Indem- 
nity, which flows from the meer Grace and Clemency 
of the Sovereign, is fent down to the Parliament, who 
are at Liberty either to accept or refufe it, but not to 
alter any Thing; and regards only Crimes committed 
againft the King, his Predeceffors, and Succeffors 5 
which was not the Cafe of the Earl of Macclesfield, 
who ftood impeach’d for Crimes and Mifdemeanors 
committed ina high Office and Truft, againft his Fel- 
Jow-Subjests. This was anfwer’d by Mr. Yonge, ta 
whom Mr. Weft reply’d; and to the latter Sir Gilbert 
Heathcoat : But Sir Clement Wearg, His Maijefty’s Solici- 
tor General, having ftrenuoufly fupported Sir Thomas 
Pengelly’s Argument, the oppofite Side drop’d the Mo- 
tion without dividing. Then the Report being read, 
Paragraph by Paragraph, the feveral Articles were a- 
greed to by the Houfé, and order’d to be ingroffed. It 
was alfo order’d, that a Claufe be prepared, faving Li- 
herty to the Commons, to exhibit any further Articles 
againft the faid Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, and that he 
might be put to anfwer the faid Crimes and Mifde- 
meanors. After this the Call of the Houfe was far- 
ther adjourn’d to that Day three Weeks. 

March 19, Sir George Oxenden prefented to the Houfe, 
a Claufe faving Liberty to the Commons to exhibit 
further Articles againft the Earl of Macclesfield, &c. 
which was agreed to, and order’d to be ingrofs’d with 
the Articles of Impeachment againft the faid Earl. Af 
ter this, an ingroffed Bill for regulating Elections within 
the City of London, &c. was readthe third Time, pafs’d, 
and fent up to the Lords. 

On Saturday the 2cth, the ingroffed Articles of Im- 
peachment of High Crimes and Mifdemeanors againtt 
Fiuomas Earl of Mace’esficld, were read, and order’d to 
be carried to the Lords by Sir George Oxendens; who be- 
ing return’d, reported, that he had been at the Bar of 
the Houfe of Lords, and delivered to, and left with the 
Lords, the Articles of Impeachment againit the faid 
Ear}. : 

On Monday the twenty fecond, a new Writ was or- 
cer'd for cletting a Burgefs for the Borough of Ea/f- 
Grinfted in the County of Suffex, in the Room of “foin 
tonyers, Efq; deceasd. An ingrofted Bill for rebuilding 
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the Pier and Harbour of Purton in the County of Cum- 
berland, was read the third Time, and, with an Aw 
mendment made to it, pafs’d, and fent up to the Lords. 
But upon reading the Amendments made by the Com- 
mittee to the Bill for the detter resulating the Manufac- 
ture of Cloth, it the Weft Riding of the County of York;

The next Day a Bill was order’d to be brought in,

On Wednefday the 24th, the Lord Carpenter prefent- 
ed to the Houfe a Bill far the better regulating of Build- 
ings, and to prevent Mifchiefs that may happen by Fire, 
which was read the firft, and order’d to be read a fe- 
cond Time. Mr. Speaker was order’d to iffue out his 
Warrant for a new Writ, for Electing a Burgefs for the 
Borough of Yarmouth, in the County of So@hamptor, 
in the Room of Thomas Stanwix, Efq; deceas'd. 

This Day, between two and three a-clock in the 
Afternoon, the King came to the Houfe of Peers, with 
the ufual State and Solemnitv, and the Commons be- 
ing fent for up, and attending, His Majefty gave the 
Royal Affent to the following Publick Bills, vx.

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After the Reading of thefe Papers, the Right Ho- 
nourable William Pulteny, Cofferer to his Majeity’s Houf- 
Khold, took Notice, * That it was not long fince a Fund 
© had been given to difcharge the Debts of the Civil 
Lift; and therefore it was Matter of Surprize, that 
fo many new ones had been contratted in fo fhort a 
Time; that if Things were carrjed on at this Rate, 
there would be no End of it; that it was incum- 
bent upon them to.enquire into the Cafes of this 
growing Evil; and therefore moved, that an Addrefs 
be prefented to his .Majefty, that he would graciouf- 
ly be pleafed to give Direftions, that the proper 
Officer or Officers of the Exchequer, Excife, Cuttoms, 
and Poft-Office, do lay before this Houfe, an Account 
of all Monies which have been iffyed and paid out 
of the faid Offices to any Perfon or Perfons:on Ac- 
count, for the Privy-Purfe, Secret-Service, Penfions,

The fame Day, April 8. the Right Honourable Tho- 
mas Earl of Macclesfield, gave into the Houfe of Lords, 
his Anfwer to the Articles of Impeachment exhibited 
againft him by the Commons; of which their Lord- 
thips fent, the next Day, a true Copy to the Houfe of 
Commons, who referred the Confideration thereof to 
their Committee, appointed to draw. up the faid Artie 
cles of Impeachment. 

We took Notice above, that the Articles of Impeach- 
ment againft the Earl of Macclesfield were fent up to

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Abfirakt of the Articles of Impeachment againft Thomas 
Earl of Macclesfield, for High Crimes and Mijre- 
mMEANGYS. 


PREAMBLE, 


W HEREAS Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, up- 
on his being appointed Lord Chancellor, His 
Majefty did, of his gracious Bounty, beftow upon him 
14000/. and did alfo grant the Lord George Parker, his 
Son, a yearly Penfion of 1200/. ’til] a Teller’s Place 
in the Exchequer became vacant, which foon happen- 
ed; and during the faid Earl’s continuing Lord Chan- 
cellor, he did not only enjoy the ufual Salary, Fees, Gc. 
but did alfo continue to receive an Annual Penfion of 
1200/. granted him in 1716. and did likewife receive 
a further Annual Allowance of 4oco/. But not being 
fatisfied therewith, entertained wicked and corrupt 
Defigns, and did Illegally, Corruptly and Extorfively, 
take and receive to his own Private Ufe the following 
Sums, &. 

4rticle I. That he received 8401. from Mr. Godfrey, 
one of the Maifters of the Court of Chancerv, for the 
admitting him into the faid Office, upon the Surren- 
der of Sir Thomas Gery, who had 5000/7. in Contidera- 
tion thereof. 

II. That he did alfo receive 60001. from Mr. Light- 
boun, for his Admiffion, upon the Death of Mr. Brow- 
ning. 

MII. That he did likewife receive 1575?. from Mr. 
Borret, for the Admitting him into the Office of one 
of the Maflers of the Court of Chancery, upon the 
Surrender of Mr. Meller, who had gooo /. in Confidera- 
tion thereof. 

IV. That he likewife received from Mr. Edward 
Conway, 15001. for his Admiflion into the Office of one 
of the Mafters of the faid Court of Chancery, upon the 
Surrender of Mr. ohn Orlebar, who had 6000/. from 
the faid Conway, in Confideration thereof. 

'_ V. That Mr. Kynafton, paid for his Admiffion into 
the faid Office, 157572. upon the Surrender of Mr. Xo- 
gers, who had 6c90 /, in Confideration thereof. 

VI. That he further received 1575/7. from Mr. Ben- 
net, for his Admiflion into the Office of one of the Ma- 
fters of the Court of Chancery, upon the Surrender otf 
Mr. Hiccocks, for 75007. _ 
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VII. That he received from Mr. Elde 52501. for his 
Admiflion, upon the Death of Mr. Fellows. 

VII. That he alfo further received from Mr. Thur- 
ffon 52502. for his Admiffion, upon the Death of Mr. 
Borret. 

IX. That Mr. Thomas Bennet having agreed to furren- 
der his Office as Clerk of the Cuftodies to Mr. Hamerfley 
(which was the Gift of the Crown) the Earl Maccles- 
field did refufe to permit him to furrender, "till he 
had given him 105/. which fuid Sum, he took in Con- 
fideration of permitting him, and procuring him a 
new Grant for Mr. Hamerfley; and being then Lord 
Chancellor, and one of the Lords Juftices, did, by his 
Intcreft and Recommendation, obtain the faid Grant 
from his Majefty, for the faid Mr. Hamer fley. 

X. General Article. That he had nominated and ap- 
pointe’ divers other Officers, for Gift and Brocage, 
whofe Offices touch and concern the Adminiftration of 
Juftice. 

XI. That he admitted feveral Perfons to be Matters, 
who were of fmall Subftance and Ability at the Time 
of their Admifion, and unfit to be trufted with the 
Suitor’s Money, though publickly (from the Bench) 
he reprefented them to be Perfons of great Fortunes, 
and in every refpe&t qualified for that Truft; to the 
manifeft Deceit of the Suitors. 

XU. That while the faid Earl was Lord Chancellor, 
there was an unjuft and fraudulent Method praéttifed, 
of Perfons purchafing who were admitted Mufflers, 
paying for their Places out of the Suitors Money; by 
Means whereof great Deficiency had happened: But 
the faid Earl, to keep up the Price of the faid Off- 
ces, did not take any Means to prevent the fame, by 
taking Schedules of their Effe&ts; and fuffered the faid 
Practices to continue, without any Controul or Check 
upon them. 

XIIL. That Fleetwood Dormer, having difpofed Sui- 
tors Money to his own Ufe, there was a Deficiency oF 
upwards of twentv four Thoufand Pounds; notwith- 
ftanding which, the faid Earl negleSted to fecure his 
Perfon or Effects, though he was applied to for that 
Purpofe, after he knew he was abfconded ; and a Motion 
being made to transfer fome of the Suitors Effe€ts to ano- 
ther Mafter, the faid Earl declar’d in open Court, 
Tat he mas cxly gone into the Country to take tae Air, and 
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nwould return again Joon, and all would be well, or to that 
Effect. 

“ XIV. That Fleetwood Dormer having towards Satis- 
faftion of the Suitors, aflfign’da Debt of 24046 /. to Mr. 
Edwards, who fuccecded him, Earl Macclesfield, to con- 
ceal Dormer’s Deficiency, without Regard to the Intereft 
of the Suitors, eftablifh’d a precarious Compofition with 
one Wilfon, in Difcharge of a Debt due to Dormer from 
him, of 24046/. and to that End, on the Report of Mr. 
Hiccocks, without any Execution or Proceeding in open 
Court, or Notice to Suitors, order’d Mr. Edwards to ac- 
cept of Compofition, upon Terms of paying 1063 /. and 
affigning 100002. Part of a Debt of 20060/. of a Perfon 
fince infolvent, and little or none of the 10000/. has been 
receiv'd. 

XV. That the faid Earl order’d the Mafters to bring 
in their Accounts of Cafhand Securities not with a De- 
fign to examine into them, but to terrify and oblige 
them to contribute towards anfwering the Demands up- 
on Dormer’s Office: Infinuating, if they refus’d fo to do, 
the Money and Effe&ts fhould be taken out of their 
Hands, and thereby did perfwade nine of them to pay 
5co/. each, feveral of whom paid it out of the Suitors 
Money. 

XVI. That Elizabeth Chittey having obtain’d an Or- 
der for 1o00/. upon Mr. Edwards, Part of 100¢0/ 
paid to Mr. Dormr, and the faid Edwards complaining 
to the faid Earl, that it was a very great Hardthip to 
make Orders upon him, when he had not Money to an- 
fwer ; the faid Earl toconceal the Deficiency, perfwaded 
the Mafters to contribute that Sum, reprefenting, That 
Z there was a Difcovery of Deficiency, it might occafion a 

avliamentary Enquiry, and they might forfeit their Offices, 
having giving Money fur then:, contrary to Law; and the 
faid Mafters refufing, order’d his Secrctary to pay 1000 /. 
and one Mr. Lachman, applying for it in Behalf of Mrs- 
Chittey, the faid Earl told him, he had order’d his Se 
cretary to pay it, and faid, that it was like to be the 
laft Payment fhe would receive. 

XVII. That the fuid Earl knew there was a gréat De- 
ficiency by Failure of Fleetwood Dormer, and that Ed- 
wards, his Succeffor, had net fufficient in his Hands to 
pay the whole Moncy to the Suitors 3 yet the faid Earl 
to prevent an Enquiry that might arife from the Com+ 
plaints of the Suitors, did make Orders on the faid Ed 
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wards, for Payment of Money to particular Suitors ; 
in, Obedience to which, Sums were paid without Re- 
gatd to the Proportion the reft of the Suitors were en- 
titled to, whereby many Suitors were great Lofers. 

XVIII. That the Occafion of Dormer’s Deticiency 
was, by his, raking Ufe of the Suitors Money and 
Effects, and there were Methods propofed to the faid 
Earl, to prevent the like for the tuture: But he pro- 
pofing to make unlawful Gain to himfelf, did not take 
any Security upon their Admiffions, and did encourage 
them (to raife the Price of the Offices) to traffick with 
Suitors Money, by Means whereef great Deficiencies of 
many : thoufand Pounds have arofe in the Offices of other 
Matters. 

XIX. That his’ Majefty having dirested an Enquiry 
into the. Matters Accounts, the faid Earl, to obftruét the 
fame, did give Order and Advice to the M: alters, to affi/? 
one another with Money, and make a bold Stand, and mike 
A Subfcription at the Foot of their Accounts, as if they 
were able to produce Money and Effetts, although he 
Knew they were not, or are yet able foto do, and did 
reprefent, that it would be for their Service, and pre- 
vent 4 Parliamentary Enquiry. 

XX. That the faid Earl did borrow Money of fome 
of the Mafters out of the Suitors Cath, and did make 
Ufe of the fame fo long as he had Occs fica. 

XXI. That Francis Tyjen, E(q; deceas’d, devifed by 
his Wiil an Eitate of 30001. fer Annum to the Child, 
his Wife Rachel was Enceinte with, in Cafe it was a 
Son, and made her Guardian ; 3 that tho faid Rachel being 
Kofta Widow, and having a Son, did appoint Robert 
Nicholas, Ef; Recciver of the faid Etlate, who was ap- 
prov’d by Mr. Hul/ford, one of the Matters of the faid 
Court $ notwithtt: inding which, the Lord Chancellor re- 
mov'd him, and in Court appointed Ropert Doyley, Eqs 
a Creature and Confident of his own, who has fince dy’d 
infolyent, indebted to the faid Effite 2600 1. although 
fhe infitted upon it as her Right to have a Receiver, as 
being Guardian; and it was infifled, that it was a Revi- 
ving of the Court of W. rds, and there was no Precedent 
for it in the Court of Chaicery ; upon which the faid 

Fart faid, Then he vicwld make one. 
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Abftr aét of the Earl of Macclesfield’s Anfwer to the Articles 
of Impeachment exhibited againft him by the Honourable 
Houfe of Commons, for High Crimes and Mif/demeanors, 
&e. 


T3 E faid Earl faving to himfelf all Advantage of 
Expulfion to the faid Articles, G#c. and alfo all Ad- 
vantage of the Aét of the King’s moft gracious Parden 
herein after mention’d, and likewife all Rights belong- 
‘ ing to him asa Peer, for Anfwer faith, That he having 
- executed the Office of Lord Chief Jutlice of the King’s 
Bench, his Majetty, of his Grace and Favour, was pleas’d 
to advance him tothe Dignity of a Peer, and in Regard 
to his Circumftances at that Time, did grant him a 
Penfion of 1200/7. per dunum, and did alfo grant to his 
Son, for Life, an Office of confiderable Profit, and in 
1718; appointed him, the faid Earl, Lord Chancellor, 
who thereupon enjoy’d the ufual Salary, Fees, Ge. 
which are much lefs, as he believes, than they are ge- 
nerally efteem’d to be; and his Majefty was likewife 
pleafed to grant him an Allowance of 4000 , per Annum 
during his continuing Lord Chancellor, which faid Allow- 
ance was conftantly granted to and enjoy’d by his Pre- 
deceffors: And the fuid Earl likewife admits, that his 
Majefty gave him, when appointed Lord Chancellor, 
14000 /. whereof 2000/. wis the ufual Allowance from 
the Crown, towards the Expences of entring upon the 
the faid Office ; and the Refidue of the faid 14000/. was 
his Majefty’s Royal Munificence to him: And the faid 
Earl faith, That he never had any View to raife to him- 
felf any exhorbitant Gain, much lefs to ufe any unjuit 
or oppreflive Methods to obtain any Sum whatfoever, as 
is fuggefted in the Articles: And if proper, the faid 
Earl will lav before your Lordfhips, an Account of his 
Eftate and Fortune, and the confiderable Sumsof Money 
he has diftributed for the Relief of others, by which it 
will appear, that he is not the Avaritious Man as in the 
Articles Ke is reprefented, and by Way of general An- 
fwer, fays, as followeth. 

That tofuch Articles as relate to Prefents from the Ma- 
fters, he fays the fame hath been long praétifed by his 
Predeceffors, and that fuch: Prefents have been reckon'd 
amongft the known Perquifites of the Great Seal, and never 
look’d before upon to be criminal, nor is there any A& 
by which the fame is made fo ; and the {aid Earl thinks 
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himfelf oblig’d to fay this, not only in Vindication of 
himfelf, but alfo of his Predeceffors, the Chief Juttices: 
of the King’s Bench and Common Pleas, Matters of the 
Rolljs, and other Judges, who have receiv’d Prefents up- 
on Admiffion intofices under them, and never thought 
themfelves guilty of any Crime againft the Laws and 
Statutes of the Realm. 

To the firft, fecond, third, fourth, fifth, fixth and 
feventh Articles, the tuid Earl further faith, that long 
before Fune, 1721, he did admit Mr. Godfrey, Mr. Light- 
boun, Mr. Borret, and Mr. Conway, to be Matters, and 
they did freely, as has been done to his Predeceffors, fend 
him Prefents upon their Admittances, which he the 
faid Earl accepted ; and that after ‘July, 1721, he did 
alfo admit Mr. Kynafton, Mr. Bennet, and Mr. Elde 
likewife; and faith, that they did in like Manner, 
fend Prefents upon their refpeftive Admittances, and 
faith, that it being pretended by the faid Kynajfton and 
Bennet, that fuch Prefents difable them from anfwering 
the Suitors, the fuid Earl before the Impeachment, de- 
fiver’d back the Prefents fent him by the faid Kynafton 
and Bennet, to be apply’d for the Benefit of the Suitors, 
and that he retain’d only 1850/. of the Prefent fent him 
by Elde. 

To the eighth Article he faith, That in uly laft, a 
Matfter’s Place became vacant uponthe Death of Mr. 
Borret, upon Notice of whofe Death, the faid Earl did 
defire of Mr. Godfrey and Mr. Bennet, to enquire into 
his Effetts, who after fome Inquiry inform’d the faid 
Farl, there would be no Deficiency, andentred a Caveat 
to prevent Adminiftration being granted to any Perfons, 
and obtained the fame for the Benefit of the Suitors, to 
the faid Godfrey and Bennet ; but the faid Earl thought 
it proper to admit another Mafter to carry on the Bufi- 
nefs, and demanded the Effetts of the Suitors from ‘the 
Reprefentative of the faid Borret, and in Auguft lat 
admitted Mr. Thurfton, who did freely and voluntarily 
fend a Profent of 20001. and no more was retain’d. 
Fo the Ninth Article faith, That he believes that 
Thomas Bennet was pofiefs’d of the Office of Clerk of the 
Cuftodies, but denies that he did infift upon 105 /. or anv 
other Sum, to accept of the faid Refignation of the faid 
Bennet 5 and the faid Office, though granted by the Crown, 
vet was always look’d upen as the Right of the Lord 
Chancellors to recommend to that, and other Offices un- 
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der the Great Seal, whoupon fo doing have accepted 
Prefents, and look’d upon the fame as their Right. 

In Anfwer tothe Tenth Article, being general, faith, 
‘That during his Time of Lord Chancellor, he never 
took any Moncey, Prefents, Gc. on Account of admitting 
any Officer other than before nam’d, except in the Cur- 
fitor’s Office, where it was done by his Predeceffors. 

To the Eleventh Article faith in general, That he ne- 
ver did admit any Perfon a Matter, but who wasknown 
to be of Ability and fit to be trufted, or well recommend- 
ed as fuch ; and whenever there has been feveral Candi- 
Mates, he did give Preference to him that he thought 
would beit difcharge the Office ; and believes, has de- 
clar’d, that the then Body of Matters were in every De- 
gree, as well qualified, as has been at any Time before, 
or to that Effect. 

To the Twelfth Article faith, That if there was fuch 
Prattice of paying for Places out of the Suitors Effests, 
he was totally ignorant of it; but admits that he did 
not, nor his Predeceffors, as he believes, give any par- 
ticular Dire&tions for Schedules of the Suitors Money to 
be deliver’d over to the fucceeding Majters. 

To the Thirteenth Article faith, That after Chri/- 
mafs, 1720, he was inform’d, that Fleetwood Dormer ab- 
fconded ; upon which he diref&ted Mr. Hiccocks and Mr. 
Rogers, to enquire into his Affairs, and what was 
proper to be done; and believes the faid Mafters did 
fearch Dormer’s Chambers for Accounts and Effects, 
but found nune of Value, but prevented the Trans- 
ferring of Stock in his Name in the Publick Com- 
panies ; and a Propofal was made, that the fuid Dor- 
mer might have his Liberty, upon Condition he would 
affign all his Effeéts, and adjuft his Accounts, the faid 
Earl feeing no other Way to get any thing for the Suitors, 
and being made believe, that if a Deficiency happen’d, 
the fame would be made up by other Mafters, he did a- 
gree he fhould have his Liberty upon the Condition of a 
full Difcovery and afligning his Effeéts for the Benelit of 
the Suitors, and not otherwife ; upon which he was in- 
form’d he fubmitted, and that no Application was ever 
made for fecuring the Perfon or Effects of the Gid Fieet- 
nwood Dormer. 

To the fourteenth Article faith, That Mr. Edwards 
did fucceed Mr. Dormer in the faid Office in 17213 and 

that a Debt of Mr. Wilfon’s was affign’d by the faid Dor- 
"mer tothe faid Edwards, and when rceiv’d, to be ap- 
ply'd as the Court —. and Lelicves Edsir 
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endeavour'd to obtain the fame ; but finding that Wil/on 
had ftopt Payment, and offer’d to compound, not being 
able to pay the whole, Report was made, that he’ would 
affign over 10200/. in Part of the faid Debt, due to the 
faid Wilfon from one Palter, and upon Confideration of 
Wilfon’s Circumftances, it was his Opinion, it would be 
for the Benefit of the Perfons intitled to the fame, to ac- 
cept of the faid Compofition; and Sums were receiv’d 
from the faid Poulter, he being look’d upon as a fubftan- 
tial Perfon. 

To the Fifteenth Article faith, That he gave Orders 
to the feveral Mafters to bring in their Accounts of Cath, 
&c. but denies the fame was done to terrify them, or to 





mike any Contribution towards the Satisfa&tion of the . 


emands of Dormer’s Office ; but believes what they did 
contribute was freely out of their own Money; and 
further faith, that his real Intention was to inform him- 
felf of the State of the feveral. Offices, but being con- 
vinced how tedious a Work it would be, and that the 
Bufinefs of the Court would be much hindred thereby, 
he was forc’d to lay it afide, and begs Leave to obferve, 
That ‘what has been lately done, with Re/pe&t to the Ac+ 
counts, p'ainly fhews the Difficulty of fuch an Undertaking. 

To the Sixteenth Article faith, That an Order was 
made upon Edwards, to pay Mrs. Chitty 1000/. Part of 
the Money brought before Dormer, but don’t remember 
that Edwards made any Complaint thereof; but believes, 
Edwards not having fufficient Effetts of Dormer’s in his 
Hands, refus’d the Payment thereof, and that Mr. Loch- 
wan applv'd feveral Times to the faid Earl to help Mrs. 
Caitty to the faid 1000 /. the faid Lochman being to marry 
her fpeedilv, and being in great Neceflity, by prefliing 
Importunity prevailed upon the faid Ear] to pay the 
Taid 1oco/. out of his own Pocket, and accordingly di- 
re&ted his Secretary to pay the fame, and upon preffing 
for a further Sum, the faid Ear] might tell him, Jt was 
Al! that fhe muft expelt from him, and he does not believe 
that he had any Difcourfe with the Mafters to pay the 
1000 /. , 

To the 17th faith, That he never endeavour'd to concea] 
Dormer’s Deficiency, but was under a full Perfwafion, 
that all would be made good in due Time, and did not 
think it incumbent upon him ex officioto makea Decla- 
ration of an Avarage, and does not know of any Ordér 
that was made upon Edwards, for Money that had been 
ladg’d with Dormer, except the Cafe had been made by 
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the Court for that Purpofe; and Mr. Edwards, under a 
firm Perfwafion that the Deficiency would be made good, 
‘paid Sums fo order'd, as far as the Money in his Hands 
would extend. ~ ' 

To th¢ Eighteenth faith, He never knew how the Ma- 
ters kept or difpos’d of the Suitors Money; That Propo- 
fals were m.de on Occafion of Dormer’s Deficiency, that 
he thought impraéticable, infufficient and inconfittent, 
with that compleat Regulation he hoped to make, and 
fecure the Suitors from future Lofs; and admits, that he 
did not demand any Security of the Mafters on their Ad- 
mittance, becaufe not done by his Predeceffors ; and faith, 
he gave no Encouragement to tratick with Suitors 
Money. ; 
’ To the Nineteenth faith, That upon great Confideration 
of Dormer’s Deficiency, and the Danger of further In- 
conveniencies and Difputes arifing relating thereto, and 
being a Work of too great Confequence for him fingly to 

,attempt, he did befeech his Majefty todepute fome of 
the Privy Council] to confider of thefe Matters, which 
his Majefty was pleafed to do, and nam’d feveral Ho- 
nourable Perfons toconfider of the famé; and appeals 
to fuch of your Lordfhips who were prefent, whether 
he did not contribute to his utmoft, and is greatly fur- 
prized to find himfelf charg’d with obftru€ting the taking 
thofe Accounts,’ when he defir’d'and contributed towards 
the taking them ; and that he never thought of pre- 
venting a Parliamentary Enquiry, any otherwife than by 
making it unneceflary, and procuring a Redrefs of thefe 
Grievances without it: And the faid Mafters did declare 
over and over, that they had fufficient in their Hands, 
and he did believe the fame to betrue, and told them it 
would be their Intereft to appear fufficient, but he never 
thought of a Contrivance to have them appear fo, if real- 
ly they were not. 

Tothe Twentieth Article the faid Earl faith, That it 
never entred into his Thoughts to make Ufe of, nor did 
he ever make Ufe of any of the Money belonging to the 
Suitors, for his own private Advantage; but in Decem- 
ber, 1720, having Occafion for 1500/. he ask’d his Se- 
cretary to lend him the fame, but he could not, but he 
faid he ‘would procure it for him, and accordingly bor- 
sow'd it of Mr. Godfrey, and the faid Ear] gave his own 
Note. for’ Payment thereof, and in’ February following 

aid 1000/. Part of the 1500/. and in the iame Month 

f february, having frefh Occafion, did borrow Part Mel 
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the faid 1000 /. back again, and a Note or Notes were 
given. Some Time after the faid Earl ordered the 
whole Money, with Intereft, ta be paid, but cuuld not 
prevail upon Godfrey to take the Intereft ; and declares, 
that he never borrow’d at any other Time any Money 
whatfoever of any of the Mafters, except as above fet 
forth. 

To the 21ft faith, That Rachel Tyffen caufed a Bill to 
be exhibited, in the Name of her Son and Daughter, 
againft herfelf and “John TyjJen, and others, to have the 
Truit in her Husband’s Will performed, and the fame 
was heard at the Rolls, and ordered, that a Receiver 
Should be appointed, with the Approbation of a Matter, 
to whom it was referr’d; and in Execution thereof, 
the Mafter certified, he had appointed ‘John Nicholas Re- 
ceiver. The faid Yohn TyjJen, thinking himfelf aggriev- 
ed thereby, filed Exceptions againft the fame, and up- 
on Arguing thereof, Affidavits were read to fhew ‘John 
Nicholas an improper Perfon, and that the Teftator, in, 
his Life Time, had declared, the faid Nicholas thould 
have nothing todo in the Management of his Effate 5 
and upon a full Hearing of both Parties, the faid Earl 
was of Opinion, that the faid Nicholas ought not to be 
the Receiver ; and upon the faid Tyffen’s Propofal, or- 
dered Robert Doyley to be Receiver, he giving Security 
to be approved of by the Mafter; which Order was 
made Jong agos yet they did not think fit to complain 
to your Lordfhips, by Appeal, in order to be reverfed, 
though now complain’d of as a Crime. And the faid 
Earl owns he was well acquainted with the faid Doyley, 
and believed him a Perfon of great Honour and Inte- 
grity, and feveral Perfons of Diftinfion, who knew 
him, had the fame Opinion of him, and appointed him 
Receiver, not for his Refpett for him, but becaufe he 
was named by TyJen, who was Uncle to the Infant, and 
appointed Guardian in Cafe of the Mother’s Death; 
and the faid Tyjen, and Sir Cefar Child, entered into a 
Recognizance, with the faid Doyley, of 7ooo/. for the 
due Performance, and no Complaint was ever made a- 
gainft the faid Doy/ey “till his Death ; but the Earl owns 
he hath heard there is about.2600/. Deficiency, but be- 
lieves it fecured by the Recognizance, and that the 
faid Ear] cannot underitand, how fixing ona Perfon, 
giving fufficient Security, can be reviving the Court 
ot ards, 
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Thus the faid Earl Jays his Charge before your Lord- 
fhips, and for further Anfwer fays, he is not Guilty 
of the Matters charged in the faid Articles; and doth 
further infift on the Benefit of his Majefty’s Gracious 
General and free Pardon, in Bar and Defence againtt 
the faid Impeachment, for any Negligence or Offence 
whatfoever fuppofed to be committed or omitted by 
him, fince the 24th of uly, 1721. And humbly in- 
fifts, that, no Evidence ought to be given againft him ye 
for any Matter by the faid A&t pardoned, 





We return now to the Proceedings of the Commons, 
on the 8th of April. 

A Motion being that Day made in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, for the Speaker to leave the Ghair, that they 
might go into a Grand Committee, to confider of his 
Majefty’s moft Gracious Meifage about the Debts of 
the Civil Lift, the Right Honourable William Pulteney 
reprefented, * That the Houfe having order’d an Adc- 
* drefs to be prefented to his Majetty, for feveral Pa- 
© pers relating to the Civil Lifts, and other Expences, 
* they ought in his Opinion, to put off the Confidera- 
* tion of his Majefty’s Meffage, “till thofe Papers were 
© laid before the Houfe; it being natural to enquire 
© into the Caufes of a Difeafe, before one applics Re- 
© medies to it.” Mr. Youge, the Honourable Mr. Pe’. 
ham, and Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, having op- 
pofed it, Mr. Pulteney reply’d to them, and among o- 
ther Things, faid, ‘ He wonder'd how fo great a Debt 
* could be contra&ted in three Years Time, but was 
© not furprized fome Perfons were fo eager to have the 
© Deficiencies of the Civil Lift made good, fince they, 
© and their Friends, had fo great a Share in if. And 
© defired to know whether this was all that was due, or 
* whether they were to expe&t another Reckoning?’ 
To this no direSt Anfwer was given ;- but in general, 
it was faid, ‘ That there was, indeed, a heavy Debt on 
© the Civil Lift, and « great many Penfions; but that 
© moft of thefe had been granted in King William's an@ 
© Queen Anne’s Reigns, fome by King Charles the fe 
© cond, and very few by his prefent Majefty. That 
* fince the Civil Lift was firft fettled for his Majetty, 
© an Expence of about goooo!/. per Annum had hap- 
* pen’d, which could not then be forefeen, and there- 

‘fore was left unprovided for: That upon Examination 
© ef the Account given in of the Civil Litt Debts, it 
would 
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* would appear, that moft of thofe Expences were ei- 
“ther for the neceflary Support of the Dignity of the 
e* Crown and Government, or for the Publick Good: 
* That there was, indeed, a Penfion of 5000/7. of ano- 
“ther Nature, viz. upon Account of the Cofferer’s 
* Place, but which could not well be avoided; for 
© both the Lord Godolphin, who was in that Office, and 
4 his Father, had fo well deferv’d of the Government; 
that they could not handfomely remove hing without 
‘a Gratuity; and therefore they gave him a Penfion 
© of five Thoufand Pounds, to make Room for the wor- 
© thy Gentleman who now enjoys that Poft..” A Mem- 
ber having animadverted upon the great Number of 
Penfions, another Member own’d he had one; but ad- 
ded, he had deferv’d it by his long Services: But he 
was told by Mr. Speaker, That was not a Place fot Per- 
fons to commend themfelves in. Then the Commons, 
in a grand Committee, took his Majefty’s Meffage in- 
to Confideration, and a Motion was made, * That for 
* the Redeeming the Annuities of 250007. per Annum, 
© charged on the Civil Lift Revenues, by an A& of 
* Parliament of the feventh Year of his Majefty, and 
© for Difcharging the Debts and Arrears due from his 
‘ Majefty to his Servants, Tradefmen, and others, his 
* Majeity be enabled te raife any Sum, not exceeding 
© one Million, by Exchequer Bills, Loans, or other- 
© wife, on the Credit of the Deduétions of fix Pence 
* per Pound, diref&ted by the faid A&t of the feventh 
© Year of his Majefty’s Reign, and of the faid Civil 
‘ Lift Revenues, at an Intereft or Rate not exceeding 
© 31. per Cent. per Annum, ’till Repayment of the Prin- 
© cipal.” This Metion occafion’d a further Debate ; 
but at Jaft, the Queftion being put upon it, it was re- 
folv’d in the Affirmative by a Majority of 120 Votes, 
viz. 239 againft 119. This Refolution being the next 
Day reported, was agreed to by the Houfe, and a Bill 
was orderd to be brought in thereupon. The fame 
Day, April the roth, the Commons read a third Time, 
an ingroffed Bill for the better regulating the Manufatture 
of Cloth in the Weft-Riding of the County of York, and 
feveral Amendments being made thereto, the faid Bill 
was pafs’d, and fent up to the Lords: After which 
it was rcfolv’d to addrefs his Majefty, for an Account of 
the grofs and clear Produce of the Branches of the Reve- 
nue of the Civil Lift Funds, from Chriftmas 1699, to Lady- 
day 1715. Which Addrefs was readily comply’d a 
n 
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On Monday the 12th of Apri, Mr. Farrer prefented 
to the Houfe the Bill for redeeming the Annuities of 
250001. per Annum, charged on the Civil Lift Revenues, 
&c. which was read the firft, and order’d to be read.a 
fecond Time. And then in 1 Committee of the whole 
Houfe, the Commons went through the Bill for the 
more effectual Difarming the Hizhlands of Scotland, and 
thade feveral Amendments thereto; which being the 
next Day reported by General Wade, were, with other 
Amendments, agreed to, and the faid Bill order’d to 
be ingroffeul. 

The fame Day, April 13th, the Commons order’d the 
Commiffioners of the Excife, and of the Cuftoms, to 
Jay before the Houfe Copies of the Warrants, Orders, 
or Direétions given to them, for the DeduSting fix Pence 
in the Pound out of all Salaries, Fees or Wages, and 
out of all other Payments made by them, purfuant to 
an A& of the feventh Year of his Majefly’s Reign; 
and then refolved to addrefs his Majefty, for an Ac- 
count of the Payments into the Exchequer, upon the 
faid Dedu&tiens of fix Pence in the Pound, Gc. which 
Addrefs was readily comply’d with. 

The next Day, April 14th, the Commons, in a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe, went through the Bill for 
redeeming the Annuities of 25000/. per Annum, charged 
on the Civil Lif? Revenues, Gc. and made feveral A- 
mendments thereto, which being reported, on Thur/day 
the 15th were agreed to, and another Amendment be- 
ing by the Houfe made to the Bill, the fame was order’d 
to be ingroffed. 

The next Day, April 16th, the faid ingroffed Bill 
was read the third Time, pafs’d and fent up to the 
Lords: After which Mr. Gyb4on reported from the Com- 
mittee of Privileges and Eleétions, the Matter as it ap- 
peared tothem, touching the Eleftion for the Borough 
of Leominfter, in the County of Hereford, and the Re- 
folution of the Committee thereupon, viz. That Sir 
George Cafwal, Knight, is not duly ele&ted a Burgefs to 
ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough: But this Re- 
‘folution being read a fecond Time, and the Queftion 
put, that the Houfe do agree with the Committee in 
the faid Refolution, it paffled in the Negative. , 

On Saturday the 17th of April, the ingroffed Bill for 
the more effettual Difarming the Hishlands of Scotland, 
Ge: was read thé third Time, pafsd, and fent up to 
the Lords: And then Sir Henry Houghton, from the 
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Coinmiffioners and Truftees of the forfeited Eftates in 
Scotland, prefented to the Houfe their final Report of 
the faid Forfeitures, which was ordered to lie on the 
‘Table. 

On the 1gth, the Commons order’d the Committee, 
to whom the Bill to continue feveral Afts therein men- 
tion’d, Gé. to receive a Claufe, for explaining and a- 
mending the Att made in the fourth Year of his Majefly’s 
Reign, for enforcing and making perpetual, An Aét of 
the twelfth Year of her late Majefty, for inflicting the 
Punifhment of Death on fuch as fhall wilfully burn, or de- 
Stroy Ships. Then the Houfe proceeded to take into Con- 
fideration, the ‘Amendments made by the Lords to the 
Bill for Regulating Eleétions within the City of London, 
&c. which were agreed to, and the faid Bill order’d to 
be fent back to the Lords, who, the fame Day, agreed 
to the Civil-Lift Bill, without any Amendment. 

On Tue/day the 20th of April, fome of the Commif- 
fioners of the Excife laid before the Commons, Copies 
of two Warrants, under his Majefty’s Royal Sign Ma- 
nual, for dedu&ting fix Pence in the Pound out of Sa- 
Jaries, Fees and 5 te 3 as alfo an Account of the 
Payments of the Annuities out of the Excife-Office, 
fiom the 25th of March, 1721, to the 25th of March, 1725. 

The fame Day, between two and three a-clock in the 
Afternoon, the King came to the Houfe of Peers, with 
the ufual State and Solemnity, and the Commons being 
fent for up, and attending, his Majefty gave the Royal 
Affent to the following Publick Bills, viz. 

An At for redeeming the Annuities of twenty-five 
Thoufand Pounds per Annum, charged on the Civil Lift 
Revenues, by an Act of the feventh Year of his Majefty’s 
Reign; and for difcharging the Debts and Arrears due 
from his Majefty to his Servants, Tradefmen, and others. 

An Att for regulating Eleétions within the City of Lon- 
don, and for preferving the Peace, good Order and Govern- 
ment of the faid City. 

An Aét for making more effeitual an A& paffed in the 
Parliament holden in the twelfth Year of the Reign of her 
late Majeffy Queen Anne, intitied, An Att for making the 
River Nine, or Nen, running frem Northampton fo Peter- 
borough, Navizadle. 

An At for repairing and amending the Road from Big- 





glefwade in the County of Bedford, to Bugden, and through. 


Alconberry, to the Top of Alconberry Hill, or crofs Poft 
leading into Sautery Lance, on tae York.and Edinburgh. 
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Road; and from the faid Town of Bugden to the Town 
of Huntingdon, and from Crofs-Hall i Eaton Soko in 
the faid County of Bedford, to Great-Stoughton Commun in 
the faid County of Huntingdon. . 

And to eleven private Aéts, particularly the three 
following, viz. 

An A& for fettling the Eftates of the moft Noble Wri- 
athefly Duke of Bedford, on his Marriage with the Right 
Honourable the Lady Anne Egerton, Daughter of the moft 
Noble Scroop Duke of Bridgewater. 

An Abt to enable Edmund Duke of Buckinghamfhire 
and Normanby to make Leafes (with the Confent of his 
Guardian and Truftees) of the Manors, Lands, and Eftates 
therein mentioned. 

An Ait for vefting the Eftates of the moft Noble Henry 
Duke of Kent, in the Counties of Hereford, Monmouth 
and Gloucefter, in the faid Duke and his Heirs; and for 
fettling his other Eftates in the Counties of Effex, Suffolk, 
Bedford, Hertford, Northampton and Leicefter, in licw 
thereof. 

Before the Commons‘ went to the Houfe of Peers, 
they had entred upon the following Bufinefs. The 
Lord Finch having offered a Petition of Henry St. 
yn late Vifcount Bolingbroke, to be prefented to the 

oufe: Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer acquainted 
the Houfe, that he had received his Majefty’s Com- 
mands to acquaint this Houfe, That the Petitioner had, 
feven Years fince, made his humble Application and 
Submiffion to his Majefty, with Affurances of Duty, 
Allegiance and Fidelity, which his Majefty fo far ac- 
cepted, as to give him Encouragement to hope for fome 
future Marks of his Majefty’s Grace and Goodnefs ; 
and that his Majefty is fatisfied that the Petitioncr’s 
Behaviour has been fuch, as convinces his Majefty 
that he is an Obje&t of his Majefty’s Mercy; and his 
Majetty Confents that this Petition be prefented to this 
Houfe. 

After which, the faid Petition was brought up and 
read, fetting forth, That the Petitioner is truly con- 
cerned for his Off.nce, in not having furrendred him- 
felf, purfuant to the Dire€tions of an A&t of the firit 
Year of his Majefty’s Reign (whereby the Petitioner 
was attainted of High Treafon, and forfeited all his 
Real and Perfonal Eftate) and by Reafon thereof hath 
fuffered very great Loffes: That upon the Petitioner's 
Marriage in 1700, Sir Walter St. Fohn, Bart, and the Rishi 
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Honourable the Lord Vifcount St. John (the Petitioner’ 
Grandfather and Father) together with the Petitioner, 
made a Settlement of their Family-Eftates in the Coun- 
ties of Wilts, Surrey and Middlefex, all which Premifles 
(except a very fmall Part thereof) are now in the Pof- 
{efion of the Petitioner’s Father, and the Petitioner 
cannot become intitled thereto for his Life, until after 
his Father’s Deceafe: That the Petitioner hath, in 
moft humble and dutiful Manner, made his Submif- 
fion to his Majefty, and given his Majefty the ftrongeft 
Affurances of his inviolable Fidelity,’ and of his Zeal 
for his Majefty’s Service, and for the Support of the 
prefent happy Eftablifhment, which his Majefty hath 
been moft gracioufly pleafed to accept; and praying, 
that Leave may be given to bring in a Bill for enabling 
the Petitioner, and the Heirs Male of his Body (nat- 
withitanding his faid Attainder) to take and enjoy the 
faid fettled Eftate, according to the Limitations of the 
faid Settlement, or other Affurances therein mentioned 5; 
and for enabling the Petitioner to hold and enjoy any 
Perfonal Eftate or Effe&ts whereof he now is, or here- 
after fhall be poffeffed, and to inveft the fame in the 
Purchafe of any Real or Perfonal Eflate within this 
Kingdom. 

After the Reading of this Petition, the Commons 
were fent for to attend his Majefty in the Houfe of 
Lords, and being return’d to their own Houfe, the Lord 
Finch moved, that a Bill be brought in, according to 
the Praver of the late Vifcount BolingSroke’s Petition. 
This Motion was feconded by Mr. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who, having repeated Part of wht he had 
before laid before the Houfe, by the King’s Command, 
in the Petitioner’s Behalf, added, he was fully fatisfied, 
that he had fufficiently attoned for his paft Offences, 
and therefore deferv’d the Favour of that Houfe, fo far 
as to enable him to enjoy the Family-Inheritance that 
was fettled upon him; which, according to the Opi- 
nion of the beft Lawvers, he could not do by Virtue of 
his Majefty’s moft Gracious Pardon, without an Aé of 
Parliament. This was confirm’d by Mr. Attorney, and 
Mr. Soilicitor General: But after a fmall Difpute a- 
mong the Lawyers, about the Validity of fich a Par- 
don, inthe prefent Cafe, the Right Honourable Mr. 
Methuen, Controler of his Majefty’s Houfhold, ftood 
up, and ftrenuoufly oppofed the Lord Fiuch’s Motion ; 
he faid, among other Things, ‘ That as he had the Ho- 
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nour to be one of the King’s immediate Servants, it 
might, perhaps, by fome be thought unbecoming ‘his 
Station, to appear againtla Petition, to the prefenting 
of which his Majeity, in his Royal Clemency and 
Goodnefs, hath gracioufly been pleafed to give his 
Confent : But that being at Liberty to follow the 
Di&tates of his Confcience in this Matter, he would 
freely declare his Opinion, that the Publick Crimes 
for which this Petitioner flood attainted, were fo Hei- 
nous, fo Flagrant, and of fo deep a Dye, as not to ad- 
mit of any Expiation or Attonement; and whatever 
he might have done to deferve his Majefty’s Private 
Grace and Pardon, yet he thought him altogether. un- 
worthy of any National Favour.” Hereupon Mr. 
Controller ripp’d up the late Lord Bolingbroke’s fcan- 
dalous and villainous Conduét, while he had a Share in 
the Adminiftration of Affairs in the laft Reign. How 
he was the principal Advifer of, and Aor in, the 
wicked Meafures thit were then purfued: His clan- 
deftine Negotiation of Peace, withoit the Privity of 
the Queen’s Allies, contrary tu the exprefs Tenor -of 
the Grand Alliance; his infolent Behaviour towards all 
the Confederates in “general, and the Dutch in particu- 
Jar; his facrificing the Intercft of the whole Confedc- 
racv, and the Honour of his own Country; particu 
Jarly in the bafe abandoning of the poor and brave 
talans: A Tranfa&tion with which’ he, Mr. Methucr, 
had an Opportunity to be intimately acquainted, 
having had the Honour, at that Junfture, to ferve the Na- 
tion as the Queen’s Minifler in Portugal; Ani to fum 
up all his Crimes in Onc, his traiterous Delign oi 
defeating the Protoftant Succeflion, the Foundation o! 
both our prefent and future Happinefs; and of advan- 
cing a Popifh Pretender to the Throne, which would 
have involv’d his Native Country in endlefs Mifery 
This Speech made a great Impreffion on the Affembly, 
and feveral other eminent Members fpoke to the fame 
Effest, particularly Arthur Onflow, Efg; the Lord Wi 
liam Pawlet, Sir Thomas Pengelly, Mr. Gybben, and Ser- 
jeat Miller. This laft Gentleman faid, he was againft 
the Motion for three very fubftantial ’ Reatt ns, ‘ Firft, 
© Becaufe he thought it againft the Intereft of the King. 
Secondly, Againtt the Intereft of his Country. Third 
lv, Againft the Intereft of the prefent Minitt 
That he loved the King better than he loved bine. 
felf; and hated his Enemies more than He did. That 
he 
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“he loved his Country as he loved himfelf; and as 
“ he thought its Intereft infeparable from the King’s, 
* fo he would not have any Publick Favour fhewn to 
* one, who had aéted in fo notorious a Manner againft 
© beth. And as for the prefent Minifters, he was fo 
* well fatisfied with their Juft, Prudent, and Succefsful 
¢ Management, that he would not fee them expos’d to 
© the Cabals and Intrigues of their inveterate, though 
© feemingly reconciled, Enemies.’ On the other Hand 
Sir Thomas Hanmer {poke for the Motion, and took that 
Occafion to extol his Majefty’s Royal Clemency. Dr. 
Friend purfued the fame Topick, and infinuated, We 
might expe& more Inftances of it. Upon 
the whole Matter, the Queftion being put, on the Lord 
Finch’s Motion, it was carried in the Affirmative by 231 
Votes againft 113, and his Lordfhip, and Mr. Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, were ordered to bring ina Bill ac- 
cording to the Prayer of the late Lord Bolingbroke’s Pe- 
tition. 

The next Day, /pril 21, the Commons agreed to the 
Amendments made by the Committee, to the Bill for 
making more Effettual an A& (pafs’d the fifth Year of his 
Majeity’s Reign) for preventing the Mi/chiefs which may 
happen by keeping too great Quantities of Gun-powder, in 
or near the Cities of London and Weftminfter; order’d 
the faid Bill to be ingroffed; and, in a Grand Commit- 
tee, made a Progrefs in the Bill for Encouraging the Im- 
portation of Naval Stores from the Britifh Plantations in 
America, &c. 

On Thurfday the 22d of April, the ingroffed Gun- 
powder Bill was read the third Time, pafs’d, and fent 
up to the Lords, and in a Grand Committee, a further 
Progrefs was made in the Bill for preventing Frauds in 
the feveral Duties under the Management of the Commiffio- 
ners of the Excijfe. 

The next Day, April 22, the Lord Carpenter report- 
ed a Claufe in the Bill for the better regulating of Build- 
ings, and to prevent Mi/chiefs that may happen by Fire, 
which had been recommitted, and being now amended, 
and altered, was agrecd to, and the Bill order’d to be 
ingroffed. After this, Sir George Oxenden reported from 
the Committee, to whom it was referred to confider of 
the Anfwer of Ticmas Earl of Macclesfield, to the Arti- 
cles of Impeachment exhibited againft him, ‘ That the 
* faid Earl had induftrioufly avoided giving a direct 
* Anfwer to feveral Matters pofitively alledg’d againtt 
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¢ him, and had endeavour’d te difguife the Crimes laid 

to his Charge; and that many Parts of the faid Ear]’s 
_Anfwer are Contradiftory and Inconfiftent; and the 
Committee did humbly fubmit to the Judgment of 
the Houfe their Opinion, that for avoidmg any Im- 
putation of Delay in the Commons, in a Cafe of fe 
great Moment, a Replication be forthwith fent up to 
the Lords, maintaining the Charge of the Commons $ 
and that the Committee had prepared a Replication 
accordingly, which he read in his Place, as follows. 
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HE Commons have confider’d the Anfwer of Tho- 
mas Earl of Macclesfield, to the Articles exhibited 
againft him by the Knights, Citizens and Burgeffes in 
Parliament affembled, and obferve, that the faid Earl 
hath induftrioufly avoided giving dirett and particular 
Anfwer to feveral Matters pofitively and certainly al- 
ledged againft him in the faid Articles, which, from 
the Nature of the Fa&ts themfelves, muft neceffarily lic 
in his own Knowledge; and hath attempted to difguife 
and cover the real Crimes laid to his Charge, by im- 
material and evafive Infinuations of Fats of a different 
Nature; and that many Parts of the faid Anfwer are 
contradi€tory to, and inconfiftent with each other, up- 
on which they might demand your Lordfhips immedi- 
ate Judgment: Yet the Commons, being able to maintain 
the Truth and Juttice of their Accufation, are willing 
to enter into the due Examination thereof, and do aver 
their Charge of High Crimes and Mifdemeanors, againft 
the faid Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, to be true, and 
that the faid Earl is Guilty in fuch Manner as he flands 
impeached ; and that the Commons will be ready to 
rove their Charge againft him, at fuch convenient 
Time as {hall be appointed for that Purpofe. 


The faid RepKication being read a fecond Time, it 
was refolved to be the Replication of the Commons, to 
the Anfwer of Thomas Earl of Macclesfield; and or- 
der’d that the faid Replication be ingroffed. Then Si: 
Sohn Eyles prefented to the Houfe, the Report of the 
Truftees for raifing Money upon the Eftates of the late 
South-Sea Direftors, and others; which Report was or- 
der’d to lie upon the Table. 

Thenext Day, April 24, the Commons read the ingrofied 
Replication to the Anfwer of Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, 


which was order’d to be fent to the Lords, Then Mr.

Waller Bacon reported the Amendments made by the 
Committee to the Bill to continue feveral Aéts therein men- 
tion’d, &c. which with anuther Amendment, were agreed 
to, and the Bill order’d to be ingrofs’d. 

On Monday the 26th the ingrofs’d Bill for the Setter 
regulating of Building, and to prevent Mi/chiefs that may hap- 
pen by Fire, &c. was read the third Time, pafs’d, and 
fent up to the Lords; as was alfo another ingrofs’d Bill 
to continue feveral Acts therein mention’d, &c. Then ina 
grand Committee, the Commons went through the Bill 
for preventing Frauds in the feveral Duties under the Ma- 
nagement of the Commiffioners of the Excife, and made feve- 
ral Amendments thereto. After this the Commons 
receiv’d the following Meffage from the Lords, viz. 








Mr. Speaker, 
HE Lords have commanded us to acquaint this Hou/e, 
that their Lordthips have appointed Taurfday, being 
the 6th Day of May next, at Eleven of the Clock in the Fore- 
roon, for the Trial of Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, iz 
the Houfe of Lords, for Higa Crimes and Mifdemeanors,

Whereupon it was order’d, 1. That Managers be ap- 
pointed to make good the Articles of Impeachment a- 
gainft Thomas Earlof Macclesfield. 2. That the Commit- 
tee to whom it was referred to draw up the faid Arti- 
cles, be the faid Managers. 

The next Day (April 27) the Commons ordered, tft, 
That Mr. Nicholas Paxton and Mr. Thomas Bayly, be ap- 
pointed Solicitors to the faid Managers. 2dly, Thata 
Cominittee be appointed to fearch Precedents, touching 
the Method of Proceedings, upon Trials of Impeach- 
ment by the Commons, at the Bar of the Houfe of Lords: 
And a Committee was appointed accordingly, of which 
Sir Edmund Bacon was chofen Chairman. Then the 
Lord Finch prefented to the Houfe a Bill for enabling Hen- 
ry St. John, late Vifeount Bolingbroke, to take and enjoy 
feveral Mannors, Lands, &c. which was receiv’d, read 
the firft, and order’d to be read a fecond Time. 

On the 28th, the Commons agreed to feveral of the 
Amendments made in the grand Committee to the Bill 
for preventing Frauds in the feveral Duties uuder the Ma- 
nagement of the Commiffioners of the Excife 3 and fome othe?

._ On Friday the laft Day of April, the late Lord Boling- 
broke’s Bill was read a fecond Time and.committed to a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, who were ordered to 
receive a Claufe or Claufes ‘ for preferving. the Inhe- 
* ritance of all the Family Eftate in the faid Bill men- 
* tioned, to the Iffue Male of the Lord Vifcount St. 
‘ Fohn, on Failure of Iffue Male of the faid Henry St. 
© Fokn, late Vifcount Bolingbroke, with Provifo to the 
© faid late Vifeount Bolingbroke to. charge the faid E- 
© {late with a Sum of Money, and to make Leafes in 
* like Manner, as he was enabled to do by the Marriage 
* Settlement in the faid Bill mentioned, and to make a 
* Joynture; and Provifion for younger Children.

HE Knights having apparelled theriifelves in theit 

-§ Surcoats of red, lined, and edged with. white, gird- 
ed about with a white Girdle without any Ornament 
thereon, and in Mantles of the fame Colour and Lining, 
made faft about the Neck with a Lace of white Silk, ha- 
ving a Pair of white Gloves tyed therein,. with Taffels 
of Silk and Gold at the End, which Mantles were adorned 
upon the Left Shoulders with the Enfign of the Order, 
being three Imperial Growns Or,. furrounded with the 
antient Motto of this Knighthood, Tria juntta in Uno, 
wrought upon a Circle Gules, with a Glory or Rays if 
fuing from the Center, and under it the Lace of white 
Silk heretofore worn by the Knights of the Bath, which 
being.done in the Chambers belonging to the Speaker of 
the Houfe of Commons,. and the Proxies of the abfent 
Knights taking upon their. Right Arms tle. Mantles of 
their Principals, from thence repaired to the Prince’s 
Chamber, (their Chapter-Room) about Ten of the Clock 
in the Forenoon; and the Perfons, who were to attend 
in this Ceremony, being ranged according to their De- 
grees, and waiting upon the Stairs, and at the Bottom of 
- the Stairs that lead from that Room, a folemn. Proceflion 
was made from thence te the Weil-Door of the Abbey- 
x Church

The Twelve Alms-Men there entered two and two, and 

‘ coming to the Middle of the Choir, did altogether in 
a Body make their joint and low Reverences to the 
Altar, and turning about, then made their Obeifan- 
ces to the Sovereign’s Stall, and dividing themfelves 
ftood on each Side in a Row, dowh from the Rails of 
the Altar. emt ’ 

The Meffenger of the Order, in like Manner, and ftood 
below the Almis-Men. na 

The Efquires having made a fhort Stand at the Door, 
while the Alms-Men and Meffengers thus placed them- 
felves, entered three and three, and being in a Body, 
made the like Reverences. together in the Middle of - 
the Choir, and ftood before their refpeftive Seats, 
which were underneath the Stalls of their Knights. 

The Prebendaries ef the Church of Weftminfter’ two and. 
two in the fame Manner, placing themfeives within 
the Rails of the Altar to affift at Diving Service. *

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The Purfuivants, Heralds, and the Provincial Kings of 
Arms, likewife entered, and were permitted to {land 
before the Forms, under Prince William’s Stall, who 
had Commands given them by the Great Mafter to 
take efpecial Care to thew the Knights their refpeCtive 
Banners upon their Entries. 

The two Knights in the loweft Stalls entered and paf- 

’ fing up near to their Banners, made their double Re- 
verences together in the Middle of the Choir, ang 
then retired under their Banners. 

Who being thus placed, all the other Knights and Prox- 
ies by Pairs, or fingly, according to the Method ob- 
ferved in the Procefion, took their Stations under 
their Banners, with the like Ceremonies. 

Then the Regifter, in Breaft, with the Secretary and 
Gentleman-Ufher, in the fame Method, who {tood 
before their Bench, at the Foot of the Sovereign’s 
Stall. 

Garter, the Genealogift, and Bath King of Arms did 
the fame, and ftood before their Bench. 

The Dean in like Manner ftood before his Chair. 

The Great Mafter entered fingle with the like Obeifane 
ces, and retired under his Banner. 

The Proxy of Prince William entered alone in the like 

’ Manner: 

Prince William, who by. the Statutes is declared to be 
the Firft and Principal Companion of this Order, 
and to be placed next to the Sovereign, at this Time 
came into the Chappel in Perfon, and the Sovereign 
having been pleafed, in Regard to the Tendernefs of 
his Age, to difpence with his Obfervance of al! the 
Rights of this Order, that might give him any Fa- 
tigue; he therefore immediately afcended into his 
Stall, being invefted in his Mantle, and Collar, aad 
fat down there covered. 

Bath King of Arms then mide his Reverences in the 
Middle of the Choir, and turning himfelf to the 
Great Mafter, who making his double Reverences in 
the Choir took his Stall, and there repeated his O- 
beifances, and fat down covered with his white Hat. 

Then the Proxy of the Duke of Richmond afcended into 
the Stall of his Principal in like Manner, and ftood 
there uncovered, holding the Mantle upon his Right 
Arm. 

Then Bath turned himfelf to the two Knights in the 
‘next Stalls, who, at the fame Inftant, made the like 

; ‘  Obeifances 
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Obeifances below, and repeated them in their Stalls, 
and fat down uncovered. 

In like Manner, all the Refidue of the Companions 
and Proxies having waited the Seating of thofe in the 
upper Stalls, in their Courfes, took their refpe&tive 
Stalls, by Pairs, through fuch Paffages, as the trou- 
bling any Knight in a higher Stall might beft be 
avoided. 

Which being done, the Efquires, having made their 
Reverences in a Body, retired to their Seats; after 
them the Officers of Arms, and the Officers of the 
Order, placed themfelves on their Forms with the 
like Ceremonies. The Provincial Kings of Arms, 
and the Heralds, according to a Requeft made to the 
Great Mafter, were allowed to fit on Benches in this 
prefent Ceremony, placed at the Foot of Prince 
William's Stall, the Purfuivants ftanding before them. 

Bath, and the Gentleman-Ufher forthwith arofe, made 
their Reverences in the Middle of the Choir, and be- 
ing followed by the Dean, in like Manner, proceed- 
ed towards the Stall of the Great Mafter, who ma- 
king his Obeifances in the Middle of the Choir, pro- 
ceeded to Inftall the Knights in the following Man- 
ner. 

The Great Mafter entered into the Stall of the Knight 
Companion next in Height to his own, and having 
there given the Proxy of the Duke of Richmond, the 
Tranfcript of the Statutes attefted under the Seal of 
the Order, the Dean adminiftred unto him the Oath 
in the Name of his Principal, Bath holding the Book 
of the Gofpels, and the Great Mafter then feated the 
Proxy down in the Stall, whorifing, made his double 
Reverences, and continued ftanding holding the Mans 
tle. 

The Great Mafter, with the like Attendance, having 
made his Obeifances in the Middle of the Choir, then 
repaired to the Stall of the Duke of Manchefter, de-' 
livering to him the Copy of the Statutes, and the 
Dean having adminiftered the Oath, which was. of 
the Tenour following : “* You thall honour God above 
“ all. Things ; You fhall be ftedfaft in the Faith of 
** Chrift ; You fhall' love the King your Severeign 
“ Lord, and Him, and His Right defend to your 
*¢ Power; You fhall defend Maidens, Widows, and 
“ Orphans, in their Rights, and thal! fuffer no Ex- 
“ tortion, as far as you may prevent it; And of as 
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“ great Honour be this Order unto you, as evet it 

“¢ was to any of your Progenitors, or others.” Rath 

then deliver’d the Collar of the Order to the Great 

Matter, who put it about the Neck of the Duke of 

Manchefter, and placing the White Hat on his Head, 

feated him down in his Stall, who rifing, made his 

double Reverences, and the Great Mafter having em- 
braced and congratulated him, he then fat down tn 
his Stall, cover’d with his White Hat adorned with 

Plumes of White Feathers. 

The Great Mafter thus‘proceeded throughout the Refi- 
due of the Stalls, performing the like Ceremonies to 
the Knights and Proxies refpectively. 

‘Which being finifh’d, and the Great Mafter returned 
to his own Stall, the Dean was conduéteil to the 
Altar, and Bath and the Gentleman Uther being re- 
turned to their Benches, which Ceremonies were per- 
formed with the due Obeifances; Divine Service 
then "began : During which Time, the Knights did 

_ placé their Hats upon the Cufhions laid before them. 

Upon the firft Sentence of the Offertory, Let your Light 

Shine, ‘&xc. the Mufick playing, Bath ftepped from 
is Bench, niade his double Reverences in the Middle 
of the Choir, and coming before the Stall of the Junior 
Knigtit, bowed tohim, and immediately turned him- 
felf to the oppofite Side, bowing to the Knight in 
‘that Stall, who arofe, and making their double 
Obeifances both at one Time in their Stalls, de- 
fcended into the Middle of the Choir, where they 
repeated the fame, and retired under their Banners. 
Bath then in like Manner fummoned the Knights in 
the next Stalls, and fo throughout the whole Courfe 
of Stalls, fummioning them by Pairs, and the Proxy 
of the Duke of Richmond fingle, and then the Great 
Mafter, and after him Prince William alone, who all 
of them with the like Ceremonies, placed themfel ves 
_ under their Banners. 

Bath returned to his Bench, and the Provincial Kings 

of Arms making their Reverences, waited upon 

Prince William, who upon his going from under 

his Banner, made his double Obeifances, and being 

thus preceeded, sade his double Reverences near the 

Rails of the Altar, and at the Rails, to the A}tar on- 

ly, where kneeling down, his Highnefs made his Of- 

fering into the Bafon held by the Dean, affifted by 
the Prebends, And he repeated the fame Reverences 
Mt 
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in his Return, and entered into ‘his Stall, where he 
again made, his ‘double Obeifances and fat down. 

Bath King of Arms, then arofe, and being joined by 
the eldeft Herald, in like Manner repaired to the 
Great Mafter, who carrying his White Hat in his 
Hand, offered in the fame Manner, and returned and 
fat down i in his Stall with the fame Ceremonies. 

And then the Proxy of the Duke of Richmond. in the 
fame Method, and flood in the Stall holding the 
Mantle. 

And aftewards all the Knights, and Proxies in like 
Manner, wherein this Rule was obferved, That the 
Knights and Proxies in the oppofite Stalls, offered by 
Pairs together ; and the Heralds, according to their 
Seniorities, took and repeated their Turns in going 
with Bath King of Arms, before the Knights and 
Proxies. 
ivine Service being ended, the Knights Companions 
put on their White Hats, and while the Mufick play’d, 
Bath King of Arms,, fummoned all the Knights and 
Proxies to come down from their feveral Stalls in the 
former Method, who all ftood under their Banners. 

Which being done, Prince William was conduéted to the 
Rails of the Altar with the like Ceremonies, as in 
the former Offering, whére the Prince untheathed 
his Sword, and offered it himfelf haked to the Dean, 
and having redeemed it, the Dean returned it with 
the following Admonition: I exhort and admonith 
you, te ufe your Sword to. the Glory of God, the 
Defence of the Gofpel, the Maintenance of your So- 
vereign’s Right and Honour, and of all Equity and 
Juftice, to the utmoft of your Power. And foon 
afterwards the Prince retired out of the Chapel, Jea- 
ving Sir Andrew Fontaine to be his Proxy in the Pro- 
ceffion for the Return to the Chapter-Houfe. Then 
the Great Mafter covered, after him the Proxy of the 
Duke of Richmond uncovered, each fingly, and all 
other the Knights covered and Proxies uncovered, 
by Pairs, being refpettively attended as at the firft 
Offering, were, conduéted to the Rails of the Altar 
with the ufual Obeifances, where each Knight and. 
Proxy ftanding, unfheathed his Sword, and offered 
it naked to the Dean; who, upon the Redemption 
of it, reftored the fame with the proper Admonitions, 
according to the Ouths they had taken .this Day ; 





and thefe Knights, and Proxies, being all feverally.

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* ve-condugted back to the Places under théir re- 

- fpective Banners, the Alms-men. begun the Procef- 

- fion, and were followed by all others, ‘having firft 
performed their double Obeifances in the Chapel. 
And this Proceflion wag made in the fame Ferm back 

~ to the Chapter-Room as in the firft Proceflion to the 

. Chapel, except in the following Particulars; That 

- at the Outfide of the Weft Door. of the Abbey, the 

Sovereign’s Mafter Cook, having a Linnen Apron, 

and a Chopping-Knife in his Hand, feverally faid 

to each Companion, “ Sir, You know what great 

“ Oath you'have taken, which if you keep, it will 

*¢ be great Honour to you; But if you break it, 

‘¢ T fhall .be compelled, by my Office, to hack off 

“* your Spurs from your Heels.” And that the Pre- 

bendaries had Leave to retire to Feru/alem-Chamber 

from the Weft End of the Abbey-Church, the Efquires, 

Officers of Arms, and of the Order, after they came 

out of .the Church, were allowed to be covered ; 

and at the Door of the Chapter-Roam, Bath, King of 

Arms, took the Mantlesfrom the Proxies. 

Dinner being ready, the Great Mafter being preceded 

‘ by the Officers of the Order, and Garter King of 
Arms, came into the Court of Requefts, proceeded 
down to the lower End thereof, and entered into the 
Way at the farther ,Side of the Table, and came 
up to the Top of it, being followed by all the 
Knights in Courfe, according to the Height of their 
Stalls ; and when Grace had been: faid, they all fat 
down in that Order, in the fame Row upon one Side 
of the Table, each of them having an Efcutcheon’ of 
his Arms and. Titles fixed to the: Wail over his Seat : 
The Dean was placed next to the Junior Knight, 
and the Proxies of the Duke of Richmond and of the 
Lord Glennorchy, fat uncevered at the Bottom of the 
Table. . ' 

The Officers of the Order, covered with their Bonnets, 
‘fat at a Table placed oppofite the Knights Table, 
towards the lower End of the Room ;. the Officers 
of Arms dined at a Table in the Pafflage from the 
Houfe of Lords to the Houfe of Commons ; and the 
Prebendaries in Ferufalem-Chamber. = 

The Efquires having for fome Time attended behind 
‘ their-cefpe@ive Knights, had Leave given them to 
retire to their Dinner in the Painted-Chamber, wha 
went thither Aneel Coes where they dined, 
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At the Sccond Courfe, .Bath King of Arms arofe,-and 
the Mufick ceafing, made his Reverence in thé Mid- 
dle of the Room, and there, according to the €om- 
mand given him, proclaimed the Stile of Prince 
William the Firft, and Principal Companion of this 
moft Honourable Order, who is always to be placed 
next to the Savereign ; and then coming up near to 
the Gieat Mafter, who ftood up uncovered, while 
Rath proclaimed his Stiles ; and the Great Mafter then 
fitting down, the Stile of each Companion prefent, 
in the like Manner was refpeftively proclaimed, at 
which fome Heralds and Purfuivants attended. 

The whole Ceremony was performed with great Re- 
gularity, Magnificence, and Splendeur.

4 Hereas the Office of Lord Chancellor of Great 

Britain is an Office of the higheft Dignity and 

Truft, upon the impartial and uncorrupt Execution 
whereof the Honour of the Crown, and the Welfare 
of the Subje&ts of this Kingdom greatly depend: And 
whereas Thomas Earl of Macclesfield, in or about the 
Month of May, 1718, by the great Grace and Favour 
of his moft Excellent Majefty was conftituted and ap- 
pointed Lord Chancellor of Great Britain, and did there- 
upon take the ufual Oath for the due Execution of that 
High Office, whereby he ae {wear welland truly to 


ferv¢ 
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ferve our Sovereign Lord the King, and his People, 
Poor and Rich, after the Laws and Ufiges ofthis Realm, 
and fuch other Oaths as have been accuitomed; and the 
faid Earl continued in this great Office until about 
the Month of ‘favuary, 1724, and in Right thereof, 
was intrufled with the Nomination and Admiffion to 
the Offices of Matters of the Court of Chancery, which 
Mafters of the faid Court are Officers of great Trutt, 
fworn to ferve the King and his People, and affociated 
to the Lord Chancellor for his Affiftance in the due Ad- 
miniftration and Execution of Juftice in the faid Court: 
And whereas his Majefly, upon the faid Earl’s being 
appointed tothe Office of Lord Chancellor, did, of his 
Grace and Bounty, beftow upon the faid Earl the Sum 
of 14000 /. or fome other great Sum, and did likewife 
grant unto George Parker, Efq; now commonly called 
Lord Parker, elde{t Son and Heir apparent of the faid 
Earl, a yearly Penfion of 12007. payable out of his 
Majefty’s Receipt of the Exchequer, during the joint 
Lives of his Majefty and the faid L.ord Parker, deter- 
minable upon his Majeity’s making a Grant ‘to the 
faid Lord Parker, in Poffeflion, of the Office of one of the 
Tellers cf his Majetty’s Exchequer, for the Term of his 
Natural Life, which Office being of the yearly Value of 
1500/. or upwards, has been fince granted by his Ma- 
jefty unto the faid Lord Parker for his Life, who in 
or about the Month of ‘/w/y, 1719, was duly admitted 
to, and doth itill enjoy the fime; and the faid Earl due 
ring the Time of his continuing Lord Chancelior of 
Great Britain, did not only enjoy the ufual Salary, Fees, 
and Profits belonging to his Office, of a very great an- 
nual Value, but alfe did continue to receive an annual 
Penfion of 1200/. which his Ma‘efty in or about the 
Month of une, 1716, had grinted to him and his 
Affigns during his Majefty’s Litt ! did likewife re- 
ceive from the Crown a further annual Allowance of

ARTICLE UL 


That Richard Godfrey, Efq; having contraéted with 
Sir Thomas Gery, one of the Matters of the Court cf 
Chancery, forthe Purchafe and Surrender of his Office, 
at the Price of 5000/. or fome other great Sum of Mo- 
ney; the faid Tomas Earl of Macelesfield, whilft he 
continu’d Lord Chancellor of Great Britain, and before 
the Admiflion of the faid Richard Godfrey into the Office 
of one of the Mafters of the Court of Chancery, did, by 
Colour of his Office of Lord Chancellor, illegally, cor- 
ruptlv, and extorfively infift upon, take and receive of 
and from the faid Richard Godfrey the Sum of 840/. or 
fome other Sum of Money, for the admitting him into 
fuch Office of a Mafter of the Court of Chancery, and 
to the Intent that the faid Richard Godfrey fhould have, 
exercife, andenjoy the fame, which faid Office touches 
and concerns the Adminiftration and Execution of Juftice 
in the faid Court, and the faid Thomas Ear} of Maccles- 
field being Lord Chancellor, in Purfuance and Execution 
of the faid wicked and corrupt Bargain, or in Purfuance 
of fome other Bargain or Agreement of the fame infa- 
mous and corrupt Nature, did admit and fwear the faid 
Richayd Godfrey into the Office of one of the Matters of
